Bued yentcrday relaliui: to South Africa, 
aud covering the period from March lust 
to ilie present month. Ita most iuterest- 
iug fuature is a letter from Sir Alfred 
-Milner, to Mr. Chamberlain, dated No- 
vember 30, in which lio says; 

"I have always regarded a war with 
the republic as a very I'oruiidable war, 
iiulcod, owing to tlie colo.sirul armauieuta 
of the Transvaal, lu view of these I 
could not but antieiputQ a terrible strug- 
gle, the last thing in the world t» whicTi 
1 or any man coukl look forward otlier- 
wis<; than willi tlie gravest solicitude." 

In the course of the same letter .Sir 
Alfred Milner describes tlic Traiuivaal a* 
"a huge arsenal." 

It is also wortliy of note Hint on Au.g. 
27, he wrote to Mr. Schreiner, the Cape 
I'reiiiier. saying: "Lilie yourself, 1 do 
nut eipeet war." 



BOERS' TURN WQIt ACTION. 

Speculation as to What Use They Will 
M.ake of Buller's Withdrawal. 

London, .Jan. "50.— .Mr. Speucv^r Wilkin- 
son in the .Morning Post says: "Defeat 
is bitter, but it is right to face it and 
take reasonable means to turn it into 
victory. It i.s wrong to try to conceal it 
from ourselves. 

"The initiative is now again witli the 
Boer commander and the (juestiou in 
what will he do ue.Nt. lie will either act 
against L;ulysniith or agaiuht Buller. In 
the latter case pursuit would be useless 
for when the British forces is once across 
the river it will be iuipractieable, for a 
small rear guard could prev<'iit pursuit. 
Much more probable would be an attack 
on Chieveley before the return of the 
main body. Either that or a fresh o-s- 
sault on Ladysmith may be recorded in 
II day or two," 

Mr. WUkiason then proceeds to> point 
out the groundlessness of fears that 
strategic suggestions made in England 
might be useful to tlie enemy. II(? says 
that tlie censorship .stands in the way of 
any such benefit to the Boers and that 
moreover, it the Boer generals want 
suggctiiions they cau easily get them 
from the (Jennun jircss. 

As .such matters are likely to como un- 
der the attention of parliament, he dis- 
cusses at length the questions of artil- 
lery and the lilce, coneluding as .follows:

Secret Service Must Be Provided 
for— Lansdowne on Boer 
Capacity'

London, .Ian. 30.— In the House of 
Lords the Duke of Somerset, moving the 
address in reply to the Queen's speech, 
said he looked forward eonlidently to a 
successful terniinitliou of the war. llv 
urged the necessity for reform in the 
military adaiulstratiou, and said that 
heretofore the army seemed to have ex- 
isted for the benefit of the war ofllce, 
and that in future the war ollice must 
e.\ist for the benulit of the army, lie 
eulogized the loyalty of the colonies, 
etipecially Canada, and strongly depre- 
cated the adverse criticism of General 
Buller, hi.s remarks in this connection 
being cheered. lie said he had every 
conlideuce in General Buller and in Lord 
Koberts. 

Tile I'^arl of Shaftsbury, seeoiuliug the 
;uldress, emphasized the debt of grati- 
tude which Great Britain owed io her 
colonies and expressed satisfaction at 
the settlement of the Samoun question. 

The Liberal leader in the House of 
Lords, the Earl of Kimberley followed, 
lie said he was glad to learn that Great 
Britain's relations •with other states 
were friendly. He addsd that he believ- 
ed the term could be justly applied to 
tho relations with European governmeut» 
and the United States, and deprecated 
undue otteution to the attocks of the for- 
eign press. His Lordship congratulated 
Lord Salisbury on the conclusion Of the 
agreement with Germany, but .itroiigly 
disapproved of the tone of .Mr. Chamber- 
lain's npeech. In that connection, how- 
ever, he paid a wuriii tribute to the con- 
(hKt of 'iho soldiers in tho tield and to the 
loyalty of the British colonies. Although 
the moment was one of deepest gravity, 
he would entirely abstain from criticism 
of the couduc;t of the Generals. It was 
tho duty »)f the government to select men 
to conduct the.-:. aj.'^ratioiiH and it was 
their duty to support the government. 
It was, therefore, unwise to eritieiee the 
Generals in these oper..'.ious. He did not 
mean t(j imply that the Generals were 
not doing tlieir utmost to fultil their ar- 
duous duties, but the governineut would 
be wise if it made every effort to pre- 
pare thoroughly for what might occur in 
the future. 

PRECAUTIONS ADVISED. 

Continuing, Ijord Kimberley said: "We 
might meet a period of disaster, and, al- 
though our relations with the other pow- 
ers are friendly it would be well to con- 
sider possibilities of the future, and it 
would be well if the government pro- 
pared for all eventualities and all dan- 
gers and made ready for the means to 
surmount them. ' The governmi-nt does 
not seem to have been nware of [he scale 
of preparations- of the South Af rican re- 
publicH." 

L(ud Kimberley also rrsed that the 
government ougkt tv have been aware of 
the iniiiortatiou of arms into the Trans- 
vaal aud ought to have informed the 
Transvaal that unless it desisted it must 
result in Great Britain sending a large 
force to South .Vfrica. He could not 
believe the go\^'riinient was so ignorant 
of the preparationH of the Transvaal and 
the ministers could not divest themselves 
of the responsibility. 

JAMESON TO BLAME. 

Baron ISalfour of Burleigh said the 
.Taineson raid hail closed the mouth of 
the government and prevented it from 
I)rotestiiig against the armiiig of the 
Transvaal. But, he added, the govern- 
ment mnrit have known armanienls were 
accumulating to an extent un.iustilied by 
fear:^ of another raid. It was the duty 
of the government to CdUinuinicate with 
the Boer government <m the subject of 
increased armaments, but as the first 
Ktc)) it (Uigbt to have severely punished 
the raiders. The country had not reach- 
ed a liasH that if the govornment appealed 
to it. it would not have supported llie gov- 
ernment in any preparation it thought 
necessary. He would do notliing to pre- 
vent the government from carrying the 
war to a successful conclusion. 

SALISBURY ON GU.A.VB ISSUE. 

liord Salisbury in reply to the Enrl 
of Kimberely asserted that there was 
notliing in the stipulations of the con- 
vention to limit and hinder the importa- 
tion of arms and ammunition into the 
Transvaal through Lorenzo Mar<iueR. 
Conlinuiiig the iiremier said' "We must 
juiii together and exercisi? all our powers 
in extricating ourselves from n situation 
full of humiliation and not free from 
danger. I will not say the danger may 
not have easily been exaggerated. No 
country liiis commenced war with difli- 
enlties of the kind wo experienced. Wo 
have only to look at what the Northern 
Slates of America went through at the 
begiuning of the civil war to see how 
easy it would be to draw a mistaken in- 
ference from tho reverse we have mot at 
the outset. We have every ground to 
think that if wo sot ourselves heartily 
to work and exert all the undoubted in- 
struments of the power we possess we 
shall bring the war to a satisfactory con- 
clusion. Wo have work which appeals 
to us as subjects of the Queen and it 
must throw in the .shade all thought of 
party expediency." 

Lord Salisbury then said lie regretted 
that Lord Edmund Fitzjnnurice, in the 
House of Commons, wns about to bring 
the issue Into party . oontrovers.v, adding 
that 'tlie/ tmly; place. 'where, his action 
would nibefwlth sympahy was Pretoria. 

"Our efforts," the premier continued. 
"Must li" to retriev" ourselves from the 
present situation which cannot be .a'.iow- 
od to last. This Empire is a valuable 
nud splendid but responsible possession.

We must concentrate our efforts. If 
W(! do not tame all the smaller passions 
into one great duty, wo run the danger 
of convulsions which will tarnish the 
Empire's lustre and perhaps menace its 
integrity. 

Continuing the Premier said: "How 
were we to know about the importations 
of arms. I believe guns were introduced 
into the Transvaal in boilers and mun- 
itions of war in piano cases. Wo had 
a small secret service fund. If you want 
much information you most give much 
money. Consider the enormous nniouuts 
spent by the governments, esiieeially the 
Transvaal, which, I have heard on high 
diplomatic authority spent £800.000 in 
a single year, and the small sums spent 
by England, making it impossible for us 
to have the omniscencc attributed to us 
by Lord Kimberley. 

"I am glad the action of the-milltary 
authorities 'is not questioned at a time 
when our generals in the liold and many 
of those who could give most valuafile 
information are unable to appear. "We 
should defer an inquiry to a more con- 
venient season." 

Later tho Premier admitted the diffi- 
culties of the existing Hystow, remark- 
ing that the treasury has acquired a 
power which was not a public benefit. 

ROSEBEUY'S ADVICE. 

Lord Itosebery, who followed, spoke 
with great force and earnestness. He 
anked why the I'remier made it so dif- 
licult for the man-in-tlie-street to support 
his policy. The past coiuluct of the gov- 
ernment would come up for investigation, 
ho hoped, adding: "We have the ri.ght 
to know if bi-fore the crisis, the intelli- 
gence department supplied the govern- 
ment with sulllcient informatitm. It not, 
dismiss the department. If the goverii- 
moiit jiosiiessed the information their re- 
sponsibility is heavy. 1 hope tbtit when 
the time for the investigation arrives, 
those who have served the Queen will 
he covered with such glory that the eyes 
of the investigators will be dazzled. 

"L was appalled at the nature and 
style of Lord Salisbury's si)eech. We 
have now 120,000 men in South Africa, 
yet we are with dilticulty holding our 
own. Tho attitude of foreign nations is 
described as friendly. But that does not 
strike mo as being so amicable as the 
word would imply. I deem it necessary 
to know what the government is going to 
do. Lord Salisbnr.v said the cause of 
our disasters was the snmllness of the 
.secret service fund and the British con- 
stitution. But what is the governmout's 
duty. Some form of compulsory service 
must be introduced to meet the growing 
exigencies of the Empire and 1 am sure 
the nation will not shrink from either 
that or any other sacrifice to preserve 
the Empire's predominance. 

"That we should shrink from sending 
away vast masses of troops, situated iis we 
are In the centre of a universe by no means 
friendly to '.lu," without having a hint from 
the govornment what military measures It 
proposed to lake to face dlsaBters we have 
met and tho sacrlilees we have made. Is one 
of the most extraorUluary features of the 
Rrltlsh constitution. I agree with Lord 
Salisbury, that the country can carry this 
thing through lu spite of all the Impedi- 
ments of men and methods that have shack- 
led It In the past. But I venture to say 
It will have to be Inspired by a loftier tone 
and a truer patriotism than shown by the 
Prime Minister." 

THE SECRETARY FOR WAR. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne, secretary of 
slate for war, followed. He said he was 
preiiared to make a statement at a future 
date. The government, ho added, was not 
prepared aud had excellent reasons for not 
pushing Its arrangements further. In his 
opinion the Intelligence department had ac- 
curately estimated the numbers and arma- 
.ments of the enemy, but not their fighting 
yower. 

"The Boer forces have shown an amount 
of resource, mobility and tenacity," Lord 
Lansdowne admitted, "upon which the gov- 
ernment did not eaiculate." With regard 
to the charge of uupreparedness for war, 
he declared taht the goverumont had hoped 
aud believed the negotiations would end 
In peace and that overt preparations for a 
coulllct would only have tended to precipi- 
tate It. 

The address was then adopted.

Loudon, Jan. 30. — The Imperial parlia- 
ment assembled to-day. The Queen's 
speech was read in the House of Lords 
by the Lord High Chancellor nt 2 p.m., 
and both housen then adjourned until 4 
o'clock. After routine in the Commons 
Capt. Brnesj G. Pretyman, Conserva- 
tive member for the Woodbridge divi- 
sion of Suffolk, moved the address iu 
reply. 

Capt. Pretyman expressed the deepest 
sympathy, which he said was shared- by, 
both Hides of the house, with the suffer- 
ers from tho war and the sufToriugs hi 
Natal. He further referred to tlie feel- 
ing of admiration for the gallantry of the 
troops who fell by all parties and re- 
marked that additional common ground 
for pride was tho gallantry and natiouiJ 
spirit )<hown by both Great Britain and 
her colonies. He also expressed the hope 
that after war all race antagonism in 
South Africa would be obliterated. Con- 
tinuing Capt. Pretyman, who is a retired 
captain of artillery, eaid an inquiry was 
necessary as to how the requirements 
of war had been under-estimated. The 
Captain then appealed for the union of 
all parties iu support of the government in 
its eft'orts to satisfactorily conclude a just 
war. Mr. Herbert P. Pike-Pease, Lib- 
eral-Unionist member for Darlington, 
seconded the address, 

NO PARTIES' IN THE WAR. 

Tho Liberal leader iu the House of 
Commons, Sir Henry Campbell-Banncr- 
man, then rose to reply, amidst chccre 
from the opposition benches. Sir Henry, 
commenting on the Queen's .spei'ch, siiid 
ho had .seldom known so little to bo 
said in such large number of words. As, 
however, the war- advanced it beearao 
more difficult^ and >^tniorc critical', and he 
was not eurprlsed that the government 
bad not- r proposed a formidable pro- 
gramme of legislation as affairs in South' 
Africa, political and military, would un- 
doubtedly engage the present parliament 
to great I'Stent. Tho war wns upper- 
most in all minds when tho uienibors ssep- 
arated m October, aud it was believed 
there were troops enough iu South Af- 
rica to rapidly clear the tjueen's domin- 
ions. But their expectations bad been 
sobered. Week after week liad seen 
chocks, disappointments aud deplorable 
loss of life. In every instance the ad- 
vance of British troops had boon stayed 
liy large bodies of the enemy. But the 
country had again and again gone 
through greater trials with courage and 
composure aud would not now depart 
from itH high traditious. 

The courage and fortitude of British 
soldiers was never more conspicuous, and 
they must associate with this the sons of 
the colonies who had shown extraordin- 
ary aptitude in this kind of warfare, lie 
lie appreciated the gallantry and devo- 
tion which led their countrymen to volun- 
terr, but he wished to know the reasons 
which necessitated this unusual method 
of re-enforcing the army. He and his 
friends had resolvied to support a vigor- 
ous prcsecution of the war, that the in- 
tregity of the Queen's dominions^ be 
speedily viudicatcd, ond he imagined 
there would be no difficulty in obtaining 
the additional supplies necessary. 

WAR OFFICE CRITICISED. 

"Here my agreement with the govern- 
ment ceases," said Sir Henry Campbell- 
Banncrniaii, who then proceed with a 
bitter condemnation of tho administxa- 
lion, and the tone and temper iu which 
it had approached tho whole South Af- 
rican problem, saying that the narrow- 
nese of the government's provision for 
military requirements necessitated hostili- 
ties, and asserting that its policy made 
war probable. IIo believed this feeling 
was largely shared by the house and was 
glad of the opportunity promised to ex- 
press his o|>ii;ion. The speaker repudi- 
ated the idea that tliey s'aould await tho 
end of the war 'oefore di.seussing the 
matter. This was tho very tJuie, be de- 
clared for effective criticism and those 
wiabiiig to disclaim reisponsibility should 
do so now. 

"Tho ministers tell us," Si.- Henry con- 
tinued, "that this war was undertaken 
to secure equal rights for white men. I 
hope they will transfer this laudable doc- 
trine to this country. Many instancee 
might be applied where 'too little con. 
sideration has been shown under Mr. 
Chamberlain's admini8tra',yon to the loy- 
iContiiuied on Second Page.)

If 
the government had asked parliament last 
August, he conlimied, to authorize the 
despatch of a huge army, it would have 
been not only e.\treiuely bad diplomacy 
I l)ut would have been impossible to per- 
I suade pariiauieut of itti necessity. 

lloplyiug to the direct question jiut by 
Sir Uenry Campbell-Banncrman: "Did 
General BuUer go to Xntal luirely in the 
exercise of his military discretion'.'" .Mr.

"The opiiosition." said Mr. Balfour, 
"are appareiiily ready to take upon their 
own shoulder,- ihi' govprnnient of the 
country and ihi' I'Diulucl of the war. _ I 
wish ihcni Well through Ihc task. '.I'lie 
government has not disguised from itiself 
ihe magniuide of the task and if parlia- 
ment should think it advisal)le to ox- 
change the govcrninent at the present 
juneture. I can only .--ay that 1 would 
sui)[iort any succeeding goveriinicnl iu 
the stci)s nci'es-ary lo pro.-cciitc Ihe war 
to the <-(niclnsion \ve all desire; but tin 
government will endeavor lO dischargi 
tlie great responsibility so long a« it re- 
taiua the coulidence of parliament." 

AMBNDME.NT MOVED.

At aboni pj o'cdock we saw a sight 
upon our right which fairly startled us.

,jiist showing, tur i lie winter lone of the 
veldt is a dull biciwii. Out upon this llat, 
w'thont format inn of any kind, came the 
reiiritig liel.l u-ini<. and the men of the 
Uitle Brigade, who fought so well at 
Oindnrman. ami arrived just iu time to 
lake part in the battle. The instant tliey 
aiipeared in the o|i"n, the Boor guns 
opened ou them with a Hank fire of shrap 
nel. The guns iinickeni'd to a trot, aud 
never swerved from their straight track 
A shell struck in front of one of them 
aud the magnificent gun leaders trotted 
through iUi sinukc aud dust without a shy 
or a swerve. Long Tom swung to tlie 
left, aud dropped his lirst shell right over 
them; the ^einnd right aniongst thcin. 
One could see Ihc brnwii men dart out in 
a circle, leaving a ling iif green gra.- 
round the e.\pliiiling shell; I hey they clo; 
od round again, and some were stooping 
over the hole wIkm-c lioag Tom's shot had 
buried itstdf withoiil bursting. The real 
dangiu- was from tlu' pufl's of white 
smoki! bursting ovorhcad. The.se wen 
the fuf^ed shell, and they were pUmttil 
with deadly accuracy. Sometimes oiu 
heard an agiuiized ".My God!" close to 
him, !is 20 men of the Ilille Brigade went 
down in a cluster, followed I»y a long 
sigh of relief as they ruse again, having 
fallen to avoid Inirsliug shrapnel. Oni' 
poor follow hail his thigh stiaveil away 
so that the white sinewH were exposed in 
strings. .\m)thor lay in the ainl)ulance, 
with his left log a' blackened, bleodin 
pulp from hip Uuce. He kept his uprv 
like a hero, gave his name, regiment and 
iiumher with .scarcely ii tremor in liis 
voice, but at. last his fortitude broke 
down, and be groiinod, "l)ti, doctor, give 
me somolhiug!'' The dotdor look one look 
al him, tlio iliap'ain kmdt by him on tlie 
gras«, and took his hand, ami the poor 
chap knew that his end had come.

SiK'li lias liei'n my oxpcilciife, 
and aliliuU(,'li my repom uii.ui tlic properlics, 
Uu;lii<I('d In the Britannia j^riiup, has be.'n 
fully conllrined by expert testimony of fieu- 
ilemen from Arizona, Colorado, Utah, Mon- 
tana and Washington, I cau read Incredn- 
loHsncKs between the lines of cominuiilc;!- 
tlous received from the principals of tlu so 
gentlemen as plainly as though they hail 
written "What did you do to our xepresen- 
tatlres to lead them to believe than any 
a^icb body of oie having commercial vain", 
really exIstH within such easy ae- 
ce^ from ail of tbe cities of tbe N'oriu 
Pacific coast?' Nevertbcless it does exist, 
and I have not hesitated to say In prlncli)iil 
mining centres of the Northwest, and I 
chnllenge refutation of the statement, that 
along the eastern shore of Howe Sound 
Is a copper h( U which, wltliln a very sbnrt 
period of time, will sustain one or more of 
the >;reatest copper proilui'lng cauijis In 
the world. 

"When I say this two Inferences unavoid- 
able follow, namely, the (ire Is of low K'rade 
and In enornu>UB volume, reciulring the eni- 
pk-.vment of a vast araiv of worlunen, the 
use of most extensive machinery and equip- 
ment and tbe handling of great tonnage, 
to work It to pay. 

"Sucb are the facts, for the mineralized 
vein or zone, as It may ultimately be proven 
to be, bas already been delltiitely traced 
nearly five uiilcs, outcropping at intervals 
forty to one hundred feet In width, and car- 
rying gold values, fifty to one hundred feet 
away from the copper ore, which warrant 
tl>e belief that entirely sepurute and dis- 
tinct from the copper mines may be devel- 
oped gold milling and concontratlng opera- 
tions that may oidy be compared with the 
Treadwell of Alaska, or the Ilomestalte of 
the nincls HIIIb of Dakota. 

"Descending, however, to the realm of 
estallslUMl and lucoiitrovcrtlhle facts, there 
is In the Jane Clifton and [•"'alrvlew elitiuis, 
three of the seven Included In the lirltaunla 
group, more ore In sight than can be 
mined, milled or matted and trammed to 
the beach In many years, without drawing 
upon the underground resources of the pro- 
perties, and in tbe ncconiplishiuent of this, 
hundreds of thousands and. I believe, mil- 
lions of dollars will bo disbursed among the 
workmen, merchants, manufacturers and 
carriers necessary to such an oporation. 

"By comparison only may an adequate 
idea of the power for general public good 
of so great a low grade mineral area be 
found. 

"RosBland demonstrates what .'i host of 
prospects may build up and iiracUcally 
three mines sustain. Butte, Montana, 
mines (great ones), nuiy be counted on the 
lingers of two bands, yet tlie cities ot 
Butte and Anaconda, with their annual pay 
rolls of five to ten millions of dollars, are 
In evidence, and lit (Jrcat Falls, .Montana, 
a monthly pay roll of fifty to sevenly-flve 
thousand dollars arises wholly from Butte 
ores dlverti'd to that pidnt for treatment.

"Development of the district Is ret, -fled 
by lack of roads; the mines, while less than 
four miles from thi^ beach, are at an eleva- 
tion of :;,WK) to fi^et above sea level, 
and until u wagon road Is provliled the de- 
livery ftud Installation of machinery ab- 
solutely necossjiry to mining and mllllag 
oiieratlons Is oat of the (picsllon. So too 
Is the shipment of on.', wlilcli if practicable 
wiuild enable, esiieclally the private claim 
owners, to market enough iif their higlier 
grade ore to defray In whole or In part the 
expense of opening and eiiuijjping th(dr 
mines, .last now the goviTiuneiil Is asked 
to appropriate a sum imhiiiI to the cost of 
building a Kl.i-mile road Into tbe centre of 
the district. I''rom this road the various 
(dalm owners may buiiu branch roads or 
trails t olheir several properties and the 
opening ot the district be thus advanced 
from one to three years. In support of this 
request the following general statomenl has 
been submitted to tbe government: 

"In the Urltannla group of, seven miner- 
al claims, or 207.4 acreB, Is Included over 
8,B00 feet of one of the most remarkably 
wide and continuous outcropi)ings of ore, 
having commercial value, l;nown to exist. 
So great In all visible dimensions Is this 
inagiilllcent iliscloBure of ore bciirliin ter- 
ritory that persons who see it, iiu mailer 
how widely travelled or broaillv experi- 
enced. Invariably dcclari': 'It's duiillcati? we 
have never seen.' 

••The length of this great ore .iiMrliig vein 
or zone has not been determined, but it has 
already been detlnltcdy trace<l throughout 
more than twenty claims, having an aggre- 
gate length of nearly live mllen. .\t Inter- 
vals In this chain of locations ore lias been 
fuiiiid In (luantlty and quality Kufllclent to 
warrant the well Bottled conviction tl,..t. In 
the locality In point, nature has wel 'aid 
tbe foundation upon which may be quickly 
and securely bnllt mining and ore working 
industries of vast Importance, not only tu 
the province, but to the Dominion at large. 

Aslde'iYom'the Britannia group but irttle 
has been accomprshed In the way of demon- 
strating the permanence of the Howe Sound 
copper mln<!3 by deep digging; this because 
ot the dlfflcnltles encountered In transport 
of men nnd ordinary siipplles to the cralms, 
the delivery of miicbliiery or prolltable 
transport of ore, being as yet Impossible. 

In the Britannia group, however, In one 
claim, the vein hns boon proveit at liie 
depth of one hundred nnd thirty feet (M or 
L), by a crosscut tunnel, afti'r breaking 
through the foot wnll or the vein, bas been 
driven twcniy s x feet, toward the hanging 
wall, entirely In excellent copper ore, 
whiah by careful, . Independent, expert 
sampliDg, ' duplicated ' nnd checked (as to 



copper), will averaiie six and one-half per 
cent, copper, two dollars la gold, aud one 
and one-halt ounces lu silver per ton; tlie 
slguUcance of these values, occurring lu un 
ore body of such dlmeuslons Is distinctly 
Indicated by brief reference to the oper- 
ations of the Anaconda Copper Company of 
llontttna, U.S.A. There the average values 
present In ores of that company, since the 
lieglnnlng of its work In 1880, have- been 
live and 7;i-l(K) per cent, copper, tweuty- 
elglit cents golil. iinii t..ur aiio :.'.> l<>o nin es 
ot silver per ton; yet tlic griiss value pro- 
duced by the company exceeds one hundred 
aud ninety millions ot dollars, while for 
the year I.SIW alone some of the principal 
items of disbursement were: Labor, over 
live millions of dollars; coal, at the mines 
(Buielter coal consumption not available), 
miners' caudles, powder, caps, fuse, etc. 
all articles which may be produced in Brit- 
ish Columbia), one half million dollars, etc., 
etc. 

"Keturnlng to the Britannia group, over 
three hundred' feet of underground dcvel- 
opiucnt work has been accomplished m the 
June claim, under very difficult couditloiu>i 
since at first the necessary supplies were 
carried on tbe back of men, nnd must now 
be packed on horses over a trail, built by 
the Urltannla group owners at an expense 
of Dfteen hundred dollars, gaining au ele- 
vation of ;i,ri(KJ feet In three and elglit- 
ti'iiths miles. Sixteen men are empIoyiKl 
nlglit and day on tbe Jane, and there is no 
reason why exploitation Is not actively un- 
der way on other claims la the Britannia 
group, and adjoining properties, the force 
of miners employed ten times us grea vind 
continually Incrcuslng. save tlU' excessive 
cost of packing suiiplles and tlio tiller Im- 
possibility of delivering uiachiner.v to and 
urv from the mines until a wagon road has 
been provided, tilveu a wagon road to the 
Itritanulu group, and the shipment of select- 
ed ore, ten per cent, oopper or better, would 
begin immediately, air compressors and 
inacblne drills would be introduced nnd 
would be speedily followed by concentrating 
machlaery and other plant, making the em- 
ploymeni of a small army of miners ami 
other workmen I't once ni'ccssary and e<'o- 
iioiiilcally jiussiljlc. 'I'lic I'onsirucl Ion of a 
rend from ii jioliil on llic ImmcIi. iinir the 
mmh of BrilMiinhi crec^k, to tile Britannia 
group, is entirely i)ractlcabii' and may bi' 
accomplished wUliont excessive cost. 'J'o 
keep the grade within a reasonable limita- 
tion the road would be six to eight miles 
lung, Mild tan be built and hrlilged for two 
thousand ilollars |ii'r mill' or less; a road 
constructed would traverse the mountain 
slopes In such a manner as to tcn'in a grand 
trunk lino from which trails or roads couJJ 
be readily built to camps and claims lying 
east nnd west ot the Britannia group, 
which appears to occupy u central position 
In the mineral belt, as It Is defined at this 
date." 

••Should the government accede to the 
mlue owners' request the Howe Sound dis- 
trict, before the close of the year, v.lll bo 
In a position to afford an ore sujiply large 
enough to warrant tlie tmllding hetwi>eii 
Vew Wcstiulnster and VIclorIa of one of 
vhe largest snndtliig and relliilng plants on 
the I'acllie Coast— a plant —to which may 
be attracted Alaskan, Mexiciin, British Col- 
umbluu aud South Americiin ores, now go- 
ing to California or Wasliiiigton smelting 
points tor treatment. All this ma.\ seeiu 
like a fairy tale, but If the representatives 
of the press, banks, legislature or eonuuer- 
clal bodli's, transportation companies or any 
other responsible British Coitimhlau Itsstl- 
tutlons desire to Investigate tor thomseUes 
the correctness of my general statements, 1 
will gladly render the same OB Speedily and 
comfortably us possible as the seasou of 
th<' year will admit."

I'arliug Compliments for Hrilish Colum- 
bia Mines for Hciielit of Hritish 
Tublic. 

l.'rom the Colonial Goldllelds Gazette. 

Mr. W. -V. Carlyle, who recently re- 
sigiieil his position us mining engineer to 
t'lo LeU'ji and Hritish Aineri<'ii Corpora- 
tion, has been speiiiling a few days in 
Loiuloti cii route for Spain to take over 
his IK'W duties lis manager of tlie I{io 
Tinto mine. Hefore leaving tlie metro- 
polis Mr. Carlvle gave an interviewer 
some liiteresling iiiforiuation ar; to llie 
present coiiclitions and tulnre prospects 
of llio milling industry in Hritish ("oUim- 
liia. Uegardiug the future of Kosslaiid, 
he said: "Tliese lust two years KosMlaml 
lias shown a very marked growth. The 
tonnage of ore now in si.glit on tlii' dill'er- 
enl properties tiiuler develo[)meiit is mncli 
greater that it was even two years ago, 
and from everylliing one can see tlio 
future of this caiup is now ai^surcil for 
many years to come. 'J"!ie most active 
coiiCGrns ari>, of course, the Hritish .\.m- 
cricii Corporation, wiili tlic l.e Koi, the- 
Will- Kagle, 1111(1 Ceiitri' Star, but several 
otiier couiiiaiiies have aided oonsiderahly 
with their ()Uola of work. In the War 
lOugle ami Centre Star tniudi ore is now 
in sight, ami the output per day from 
these two properlii's, as soon lus the new 
ami large mining plants are put In, will 
be very radiciilly increased. In tbe I.f 
I{oi during thy past year the work has 
been devoted essentially to tbe develop- 
ment of the fine property and Its prepara- 
tion for mining on a much larger scale, 
and although the mine is only opened up 
prncticnlly to the 800ft. level, a large tou- 
migc of ore is now in sight; ore that 
should yield haiulf^ome relurns in tlie near 
futurp. As yet only a very small part 
of the three properties just mentioned 
has been even prospected, but tliey are 
now three excellent mines. I>uring the 
past two years the cost of mining nnd 
smidling Uosslnnd ores hais very mater- 
ially deerea.sed, with the certain result 
tliat miR-li lower grade ore, liitherto 
valucdesa, is now cnpiitile of yieliliiig good 
returiiH, and is being sliipped to tile suii-I- 
ters. It is due to lliis fact that tlie 
average values to far tlie camp liave do- 
t-reused. During tlie preseiil year the 
outiiut of the c.imp should reacli I'roiii 
.'lO.OnO to 40. (Hid tons per iiioiilli, wliiidi, 
coii.sideriiig ilie aniomil of work doni\ 
will lie highly satisfactory. 'I'lii.' Hritish 
.\niericu Corporation is now rapidly de- 
veloping si'veriil jiroperties that from 
pri'seiit showings jiroiiiise ver.v well for 
the future, ami il should iiul be long be- 
fore No. 1 .losie and Coliiiiiliia-Koolenuy 
mines have joineil the tiuiiilicr of iiermii- 
iieiit shippers. When acquired by thU 
coinpnny only a small amount of worlt 
hail Ipcpu doni' on these properties, and 
nnturnlly it is taking time nnd capital to 
develop them and get them on n shipping 
basis. There nro already some excellent 
mining pluntrs Ifi the camp, nnd during 
the coming yonr withers will be added — 
sucli as large air compressors nnd hoists 
worked both by stoam and electricity. 
Tlie latter is .supplied by ;i coiupuny 
transmitting its power from the works on 
the Kootonny I'^ills thirty-three miles 
distant, with a capacity, if need be, of 
10,000 to 12,000 iiorsc-power. To treat 
Koaslnud ores tliore are now two smelt- 
ing plants, which charge from .?1.50 to 
$5 for treatment. And in stnelting these 
ores practically everything in the ore is 
saved. The present year will certainly 
sec n great advance in the Ilofishind 
camp, ns properties such as the Iron 
Mask, (linn;, etc., may become large pro- 
ducers." 

"And wbnt of tlie Boundary distrifl?" 

"Tills rsouiulary country lias advanced 
with leaps and liounds during the past 
two yeiir.s, aiiied most materially by the 
extension of llii' Canadian Pacific ' rail- 
way into the heart of this most pVmiiiK- 
ing mining district. A great deal of 
work has been done, and n large ainoiiiit 
of ore, mostly low jfnide, has been opou- 
ed up, iiud alrcudy two large smelters— 



perhaps three — are in coarse of erection. 
The railway company iiire TUBhing branch 
lines to nearly all of thfe ''permanent pro- 
periies, and, shlpmeti'ts 'slioiild soon be- 
gin." ' ■■ • ' ■ ■"■ 

"Are labor troubles retarding develop- 
ment to 'any extent?"' 

"In the Slocan district, where there are 
now many liua proi>erlios, productiug 
high-grade silver leatl ores, work has 
been couciderably retarded during the 
past year through labor mlfiuudcrgtand- 
ings, uiid this district, certainly one of 
the best in the province, is more or less 
at a standstill. On the resumption of 
work the shiiiment-- of ore will certainly 
be much greater than ever before. A 
ooi'-siderahle amount of work is being 
done in other partri of the province with I y.';'orla^, B. C. 
nuire or less success, but the results of 
this work cannot yet be felt." 

"To what extent will the opening up 
of the Crow's Nest coallieUls affect (he 
uiiniug industry of the province'/'' asked 
our representative. 

"The opening up of the Crow's Noot 
field," replied Mr. Carlyle, "with the 
enormous reserves of maKuiliceiit steam 
and coke coal, and the bailding of the 
railway, so that this material cau be 
landed in all the mining centres. Is of 
very great importance to the province, 
and, as practically icll of the Kootenay 
ore will be treated by smelting, this sup- 
ply of Krst-clase and cheap fuel is of vital 
importance." 

"What of tbe eight-hour law, which 
hns aroused .so much discussion?" 

"In the last .session of the provincial 
parliament a law was passed that iiiiiitri 
the hours of work underground to eight. 
It was surreptitiously hurried through 
during the closing hours of the session, 
md has done very great harm to the 
province In tliat il has aroused a i^trong 
ling of unrest liclwi-cii the ciiiiiloycrs 
and ihe employed uiiicli did not exist 
before- a ffcliiig that for the time being 
may lead (o a si-rious disturbance in min- 
ing work. It certainly has tended to 
make capital very chary and suspicious; 
alllioiigli, aflir all, it is not likely that 
this trouble will hist for any nerious 
length of time. However, this" law has 
dune the iirovince incalculable harm, and 
has chei-ked mining work at a very un- 
fortunate time in its history. 

"1 may say, however, that the outlook 
for mining in Itritisli t.'olumliia is ii very 
bright one, if any serious labor trouble 
can be averleil. For the develo))iiient of 
it.s resources the province is now favor- 
ably situated, us it is very easy of access. 
The dilTereiit districts are being reaelietl 
by railways in conjunction with the ex- 
cellent waterways, the climate is very 
favorable, there is an abundance of fuel 
aud water, a good chins of labor is avail- 
able, and the facilities fur cheap mining 
and treatment of ores are as favorable 
as can now be found in any other mining 
centre in the world. Cousidcring, too, 
Uiat ten years ago most of the country 
was an absolute wilderness and totally 
unknown, tbe progress that has been 
made and th erceults so far attained must 
attract the attention of many seeking 
opportunities of excellent investment of 
eapial. Without doubt, the next few 
years will show great advance."

under his control. It will be noticed that 
in this interview, which wi- reproduce iii 
another column, the new manager of 
the liio Tinto mines lays stress on the 
development work which boa been doiu' 
both on the Le Roi and the B. .\. C. 
mines during tbe past year. Like tin- 
eminent seventeenth century statesman. 
-Mr. Carlyle might well ajjply to himself 
the term "Thorough." As has been pre- 
viously pointed out, Mr. Carlyle could 
have shipped large quantities of high- 
grade ore, but to have done so would 
have been to neglect that development 
work which i»i so essential, and Ihe con- 
.seijuenees of neglecling which have liite- 
l.v been hroiiglit home so vividly to the 
liliiuls i-'f sliarcliolili'rs in other ventures. 
.Mr. Carlyle was detcrmiiied that his work 
for the Le IJoi should be in the true in- 
terests of the mine aud of the sliiirehold- 
ers. lie would he thorough, und not seek 
1') produce temporarily isiilendid n'sults 
al ilic cost of a neglect of development. 

"It may be that the work which the 
e.x-maiiager lias done for this great pro- 
l)erty lias not yet been apprccialed at its 
full value, for that work has not at pre- 
sent borne fruit. Hut, to continue the 
metaphor, the sowing of the seed has

NORTHERN RAILWAYS. 

The claims of persons who have in- 
vested money in northern railways in 
this province may always properly be 
coiisiii.-rcil by the li"_'islal are. .VU 
bona lide proposals to construct new 
railway lines bavc also claims which 
ought to be weighed and examined fully. 
But far more important than any (lues- 
tions nltccting individuals are those 
which aCect the country as a, whole, 
and especially such aa have a bearing 
upon territorial matters, tnust always 
far oiit-weigh private considerations. 

The Colonist takes no new ground 
when it urges that the British Colmbia 
legislature should do nothing, which 
will load to the concentration of the 
carrying trade of Northern British Co- 
lumbia and the Yukon at towns in 
what may by ami bye be d(.'terminc<l to 
be the territory of the United States. 
We have contended against such a 
course of action ever since tbe Yukon 
was proved to likely become a gold; 
producing region. We have always in- 
wisted tliat, if we are not to have the 
head of Lynn Canal declared to be in 
Canada, it is absolutely imperative that 
a railway shall be built from the Yukon 
^^Mters to the British Columbia sea- 
bo.ird. 'I'he force of this contention, 
which we think meets with the uuaui- 
iiious supiiort of the people of this prov- 
ince, is as great as ever it was. Indeed it 
is even greater, for since it was tirst 
made, the Atlin district has come to 
(he front as a gold-producing region, 
and news of discoveries on the Salmon 
river and elsewhere shows chat wo can- 
not at present set any limit to the poa- 
:Hihlo developments of this northern 
<-ountry. So if two years ago It was 
wise [lolicy to so sha[ie the legislation 
of the province as to preset re to Brit- 
ish Columbia the great advantages to 
be derived from handling the trade of 
these present and potential gobl- 
flelds, it is wiser policy now. 'J'here 
is no pressing need for new lines of rail- 
way across the dispiiti'd territory. One 
road is alretidy in oiieratioii, and it will 
be a sufficiently formidable competitor 
to any lino that can bo constructed from 
points on the seaboard <if British Co- 
lumbia, as at present rcciigiiizcil, with- 
out anything been done to call similar 
railways into existence to build up 
towns, like Skugway, on territory which 
we may never own, and where our trade 
with o\ir own country may at any 
time be subject to barra-ssing customs 
regulations. At present no such diffi- 
culties exist, but we cannot afford to 
allow such important interests to re- 
main dependent upon the whim of the 
govcrmiient .at Washington. If we arc 
not to have the ownership of tbe Vnkon, 
we miisl h.ive an all-Canadian line from 
a point further down the coast. 

When two years and more ago. and 
bi^fore a shovelful of earth hail hi'(>ii 
turneil on tlie Whiti? Pass i^- Yukon 
railway, and the construction of such a 
line was regarded as psceedingly prob- 
lematical if not impossible, tbe Colonist 
exerted itself to the utmost to secure a 
railway from Kitimaat harbor to the 
Yukon. It broke nwaj from all its Con- 
servative contemporaries by defeniling 
the Mackenzie & Mann contract for the 
Stick iiie-Tcsliu road, so impressed was 
It v.illi the iin])erativc necessity of se- 
curing an all-Canadian line. Onr efl'orts 
were itnsitcci'ssf ill, but no one now says 
that vyhal we advocated was wrong in 
principle. One of the arguments we 
then made use of was that the trade 
of interior Alaska would bo hjindled 
over such a line. We now liiul the 
Yukon & White Pass railway advertis- 
ing to bundle busincs not only for in- 
terior Alaska,but even for Cape Nome, 
luid there is little doubt that a very 
large jiortion of both (ho iiassenger and 
freight business for that promising gold 
camp will g(» that woyy All this' busi- 
ness woiild iiaye •b.ccn.'Tiondled from a 
British CoIiimbia-;,|j6rt ; pycE a British 
Columbia railway ' intjicad, of from one' 
which is. and may ^- 'romaln a United j 



states port, that is Skagway. If the all- 
(^anudianliue had gone on, no one would 
have ludertaken the existing railway, 
for it could not have, been financed. But 

the golden opportunity was allowed to 
slip by, and the laboring oar has been 
given to those who may seek hereafter to 
cimatruct nn all-Canadian line. Herein 
lay tbe wisdom of the policy announced 
by the federal administration last year 
ill declaring against the chartering of 
any companies seeking to construct a 
railway from the head of Lynn Canal 
or other Inlets in the disputed territory 
to points in Canada until the boundary 
question has been settled. 

.Vnother argument going to the policy 
of such legislation is that the com- 
panies which now or may hereafter seek 
to construct such r;iilways is that they 
all obtain, cither directly or indirectly, 
concessions from the United States gov- 
eriinieiit to construct them across the 
territory in dispute. No greater act of 
.sovereignty can be exercised than that 
of authorizing the constrnction of rail- 
ways through a particular piece of 
li'rritory, ami if the legislature of this 
luovince authorizes companies to build 
railways in this province to connect 
with lines in the disputeil" territory con- 
structed under the sanction of tbe 
I'niteil Stales government, it will lijird- 
ly be contended that we have not there- 
by recognized the sovereign rights of 
tin' T'nited States, and that we may not 
liiul cmi-si'lvrs I's! '.i;ipi'il tliereby fniiii 
ilis|iiitiiig the si i\i'i-i'i,L.'ni y. In this view 
of the i-ase il wuuM lir extremely iii- 
judieious til pass surli rli;irters and trust 
to their bi'ing disalliiwed by the tiover- 
nor-Genoral, for the United Stales could 
\ery properly claim that (he Icgishidire 
of this province, after their attention 
had been railed In th(> principle in- 
volved, passed the charters and ihereby 
recognized the claims of the United 
States government. Members of the 
legislature must reiiieinber that what 
they do in such matters is mil iloiie in 
a corner. The L'nited States has a very 
observant consul in Victoria, whose 
duty it is to report to -his government 
.iiiything ilone by mir legislature or .any 
line elsi' it( interest to that governiiient. 
and we may feel vcfj- sure that a mat- 
ter of this kind, bearing so directly and 
strongly upon the claims made by the 
United States to which we all main- 
tain is rightfully a part of British Co- 
himbia. would be promptly reported. 
Can any one imagine the coiigri^ss of 
the Uniteil Slates or (he legislature of 
any of the states passing legislation, 
which wonlil oven in a remote way bo 
construed as ii recognition by (hem 
of Canada's idaiin to this disputed ter- 
ritory? Has not the United States gov- 
ernment, at every stage of the uegotia- 
lions in regard to the transportation of 
giiods jieross the ilisputed territory, 
taken care to do nothing that can lie 
distorted into an admission of our claim, 
aj»d shall the legislature of this province 
which is so much more de«<ply concerned 
in this matter than the Dominion as 
a whole or any of the jirovinces. not 
exercise at least an equal degree of care, 
especially .as the federal government 
has led the way and our refusal (o fol- 
low might very easily construed to mean 
that we do not propose to insist upon 
tile claim to sovereignty over the dis- 
puted territory'.' 

There are other phases of the question 
which remain to be considered, but this 
article is already so long that wo must 
let them stand over for the present, 
merely remarking as to one that if the 
occupation by United States citizens of 
Skagway is an argument against trans- 
ferring that port to Canada, (he occupa- 
tion by such citizens of ports at tlie ter- 
mini of other railway.s will he an equally 
formidable. We trust, t hen.'fnre. Iliat 
.Mr. Seinliii will see his way riear at 
an early day to declare to the legislature 
lli.it the policy of the government is 
111)1 to permit the coiistructi(m of rail- 
ways to connect with lines across the 
ilisputeil trrritiii-y. until the boundary 
i|uesliiin has been setllnl.

The ^'alll•ll^Vl•r Wnrlii prints long 
and very cimiprelieiisive eilitoral on the 
importance of railway communication be- 
tween the Coast and the Interior more 
direct than is afforiled liy the Caiiailiau 
I'arilic. The Wiirlil ;i strung advo- 

cate of the \'. V. & 10, priijicl. and we 

do not undcrstuiKl it (o withdraw its sup- 
port now, bat it seems iii accept as iii- 
e^-itable that the Cauadiaii I'm-ilic will ex- 
tend its Itobsoa-Al idway line to Spence's 
Bridge and to be willing to accept this 
MS (hr lit'sl route to the Interior attain- 
•able. Such informal inn as we have at 
command does not lead us to (he con- 
clusion that (he C.l'.K. has decided upon 
a line f rum Midway to Spence's Hridgi . 
Ii'il r.-ill.er tliat no derision wh.alevrr has 
lieeii reaidied in that regard. There 
seems to be a consensus of opinion that 
llie Hope mountains present such serious 
dilllc, titles frca.i an engineering point of 
viiM that no company is likidy (o con- 
struct a Kne by that rmite. Korluniilriy 
this is not the only alirnialirr foi- n line 
hy way of Spence's Bridge. On the 
contrary, it is alleged on what seems to 
he good authority that a feasible line can 
he found liy way of Chill iwack lake, 
wliicli is on'.i- a short distance above (he 
International Bouiidar.v. If this is the 
case and the Y. V. & E. can be cestored 
to its original status, we may have di- 
rect coniiiiitnication established between 
till' Ciiast, I'rinrriim anil the Boundary 
rouiiry at an early day, and by ;i line that 
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will pass not only through one of the 
Imest agricultural portions of the pro- 
vince, but through; one that is known to 
be highly mineralized. 

The World pleads for a wagon road to 
the Interior, and we <iuote its remarks <in 
this subject, which have a direct bearing 
upon its solemn agreement with the pro- 
vincial government. < 

Even when completed, a line of rail- 
way iiitn th.- Interior, by vray of Spence's 
Bridge, Till leave a considerable por- 
tion of the country without transportn- 
tioii-'i-servfce, and as it is certain that a 
period at several years will elapse ere the 
projected line can be completed, a move- 
ment is en foot urging the construction 
by the government of a wagon road 
acrcst^ the country to Hope, at the head 
of icivigatiiin. nil the Fraser river. The 
distance between I'riiiceton and Hope is 
in the ncighlmrhoinl of (iO miles, and a 
considerable iinrtinn of the roail is al- 
ready built and being utilized. Some 'M 
miles have to be constructed, and then 
from rrinceton southwards towards 
Keremeos there are a few milcr; to be 
conslructed to render the road tlien a 
coi-.iplcle one, coniH'Ctiug with tbe wtigon 
road system of Sotilherii Yale. Now that 
definite inl'nrmation has been received 
froiii the delr^'iition al iireseiit on the 
Coast riir.rerirng the extent of roail re- 
iiuireil til complete this system, u'hich 
pr.ictically means mie from this i-ity into 
the Interior, which, when completed, 
woiihl enable anyone to take a convey- 
aiio." from the Coast as far as Uossland 
.nid other Interior iwints, by way of 
Princeton, Fairview, Midway, Green- 
wood, Grand Forks and ohor important 
piiiuts, it is to be hoped that the govern- 
ment will recognize the Importance of 
the situation, atid at once grant such nid 
as will enable the completion of what 
will be a great artery for trade and 
I'ominerce. in the way of a wagon rotid. 
Pending (he roiupletiou of the nil-rail 
riiutc. (lie wagim road will uiiiloubtediy 
prove an impnrtaiit factor in the opi>ning 
ii|i and ileve i nment of that section of the 
proviiire. Those who have travelled over 
wli.it is known as (he Hope trail — and 
ibrir .lie many in this city who have 
il' - e so- .M.iongst the rest being ('apt. 
•^■•I't. is ipliiested in several min- 

ing |ii i.pi siii n^ in the Iiit(>riiir, and who 
liaiis|.i,it,^ large qitantities of his supulics

the desirability nf having the mail rom- 
p;e(ed at the earliest possible i)eriii(l be- 
comes apparent. Comls and all classes 
of siiiiplies can lie shiiiped ,it^ far us Hope, 
wliii'Ii point can le reached a( all seasons 
of (he year, e.\cept when the Fniser river 
is frozen over, hy the steamers jilying 
thereon, and from there they can be tak- 
en hy a regular system of packers and 
freighters into the Interior. A( present 
all points cast of Penticton and south to 
I'airviow and the boundary line, are be- 
ing supplied by way of renticton. at tbe 
foot of Lake Okanagnn. But to the west 
and northwest of that point they have lo 
depend upon the Spence's Bridge route.

Unh'ss a 
wagmi road i.s completed, (he develop- 
ment of II very importaiil section of the 
country will he rettiriled. and that for 
a pro|raet(>d period. It is uiainta ineil. and 
we believe justly so, tha( until such a 
wagiin road ns we are referring to is 

built. th,it ilegr f progress iind jiros- 

perity, as well as actual development, 
"•dl init t.ake place wiiirh ot!irrv.-i.-,- 
would he the rnse, in a vrry imimrtaiil 
seiqinn of the i!;ovince, t he . imssibilit ies 
of I'.-hirh are very great. The ciim|ile- 
tioii of tlie Hope wagon rnad would on- 
ablo the farmers of Cliilliwack and the 
entire vall(\v to reach the [nteriur with 
their h.iy, u.iis, potatoes, vegetables, rtr. 
For. notwithstanding the fact (hat (here 
are consider.-i ble areas of .acriciilt u ra I a ud 
pasloral land in Ihe sectinn of the pro- 
vince east of the Cascades and sonth of 
(he Xic<il:i valley, the f.act remain-" that 
there exists a cnnsiilerable ni.arkrt vet for 
farm products, and those are absnlulely 
necessary in connection with the mining, 
lumbering and other operations wliiidi are 
(aking place in (he secdon we are viq'er- 
ring to. The cnmplrtlon of (he road 
would he of Immon.'iP imporlnnee to \'.in- 
couver, New Westminster. Yictori.i. Na- 
italnio and the agricultural commutiKv in 
general. This being (he r-ase. there k 
every reason why the provinoial goveni- 
ment should he urged to render siicb as- 
Ms(ance ns will en.snre the immediate 
"inpletion of a wagon road which will 
he einiiiently in (hp public interest, and 
.I.S Ihe propos.al is certain to receive the 
cordi.al eiidorseinent of the boards of 
trade of this idty. New Westminster and 
A'ictoria, as well as (he approval of the

IHEeQUEEN'S SPEECH 



Proofs of Colonial, Devotion- Proriciced 
by the War Soldiers' Franchise 
Preserved. 



London, Jan. 30.— The following is the 
text of the Queen's speech at the opening 
of tbe Imperial parliament: 
"My Lords and Gentlemen: 

"Tile peace which had recently been brok- 
en tn Africa when lust I addressed you 
lilts unhappily not been restored, but other- 
wise my relations with other states are 
friendly.' 

'•In resisting the Invasion of my African 
rolonles by the South African Republic 
anil Orange Free State, my people have re- 
s|)iin(Icil ullh devotion and enthusiasm to 
llie appeal wlileli I have made to them, and 
the lieriilsni uf iny solillers In the fliMd an.l 
my .sailors and tnarlues who were landed 
I (1 co-operate with them hns not fallen short 
of the iiohlcat traditions of onr military his- 
tory. 

"1 nm deeply u'rieveil that so many vain- 
alile lives Hliiiiihl Imvr fallen a sacrlllee, 
lint I have witnessed with pride and hearll- 
est gradllcatlon the patriotic eagerness and 
spoiitancoini loyalty wiil; which my suhjecta 
111 all parts of my iliunlnloiis liiive come 
forward to share ia lUe common defence 
of Imperial IntereHts. I am confident I 
shall not look to tbcDi tn vnin when I ox- 
hurt them to Biistatn and renew their ex- 
ertions until they have brought this strug- 
gle for the maintenance of the Kmpire ami 
the iissertliin uf lis snprrinaey In Africa to 
il \ lrli>riinis ri!iirlti.-.iiin.

"I beg to add that the epidemic of plague 
roiillniies, and that nltlmturh Its severity 
has not Incrensed since last year, (here Is 
a( pri'seiit no prospect of Its diminution." 

"(■enlleineii of (he Iloiise of Commons: 

"The estlniairs for Ihr pnlille service of 
the yr.-u- will hr l.ald lirfiire yoii. Tlie pro- 
vision fin- iiillliary r.vpenilll iirr must hr 
lar^'ely Inrrrasnl on ai-ruunt of the charge 
for inllltiiry operalioiis In .\frlca. The ex- 
perlenre of a great war mast necessarily 
afford lossniis of the greatest importanre 
to the mllKary administration of the coun- 
try. You will not. I am convinced, shrinK 
from any eutlay that may be required to 
place onr defensive prcpiirutlons on a level 
with tho rosponsibllltlcs which tbe posses- 
sion of BO great an Bmpire has laid upon 
lis.

Exportation of Hides Discussed 
~ With the Game Law 
Amendments. 



Government Urged to Lose No 
More Time in Preparing 
Conlingent. 



Id the Icfipalature, yesterduy, piocced- 
iugs haying 'beeu opened witli prayer by 
Kev. Pr. Wilson, Mr. Pientice presented 
anofiier petition against the Vancouver 
charter aniendmeuts. 

Mr. Green preeented the sixth report oi: 
the private bills committee, -which stated 
that iiltiiouRh the piibliciitioii o£ notices 
regardiuK tlie Lake Bennett viiilwuy had 
not been in accordance witla tlie rules, 
yet, as a matter of public interest tJie 
•omuiillee reeumniended the sUbuenBion 
of the rules so as to admit of the bill be- 
ing introduced. 

Mr. I'ooley protested against this con- 
stant suspension of the rules to enable 
people to come in who hail not taken the 
trouble to read the rules and bring (heir 
bills before the comniilleo at the proper 
time. Every eessiou this sort of thiug 
occurred and it was time they kept to 
their rules. 

The Minister oC Finance pointed out 
that the parties had lieeii reiiuiied to pay 
double fees for their belated appearance. 

The rules were sus[)eniled and tlie re- 
port received. 

B. C. CONTINGENT. 

Hon. Mr. Seuiliii -xaid that before going 
on with the business he would like to 
read a telegram he had received I'rom Ot- 
tawa, as follows: 

"Ottawa, Ont., Jan. 30, 1900. 
"Hon. C. A. Senilin, Victoria: 

"1 had hoped for exira ispace on tlie 
Strathcoua transport to accommodate the 
British Columbia contingent, but none is 
available. 1 am negotiating elsewhere 
and expect an early reply.

This unsatisfactory wire broujS'.t Col. 
Baker to his feet with a wise suggestion. 
He felt that somi? misunderstanding inuc^t 
exist with the- Dunjinioi; government, as 
they seemed to look upon the matter as 
merely one of tran.sport. It was not that 
by any means; that was a very small 
part of the question. The principal mat- 
tor was organization. If they were to 
wait to organize until the transport was 
ready they would not be able to get the 
men to tlie transport in time. The gov- 
ernment sliould come to some arrange- 
Tueul with the Dominion by which they 
should be allowed to go on with the or- 
ganization and be ready to send the men 
directly the transport was available. 
LAKE BENNETT KAIMVAY. 

Mr. Clifford introduced a bill to incor- 
porate the Lake Bennett Kailwa.v. It 
was read a first time and referred to the 
railway committee. 

MINERS' LICENSES liEFUND. 

Mr. MePhillips moved for correspond- 
ence relative to reciucsts tor refund of 
moneys paid to renew free miners' certi- 
licates which were thought to be affected 
by the passigc of the mining acts amend- 
nients of lant year. He fell that it woid<l , 
be only doing justice to refund this 
money. People should not be required to 
pay twice to the government. 

Hon. Mr. Cotton said that when this 
matter came up eome time ago he had ad- 
vised those v.ho i)roposi(l to pay again 
that there was no occasiou to do so. In 
spitft.'Of that certain iiarties persisted on 
again paying their fees. So far as be 
knew' there had been no legal decision 
whether ,Jhe government was right or 
wronfe He 'could not eee therefore why 
the diqney should be refunded;^', 

Th^ ,'lTiotion -was agreed to./ /' 
THE .lUKOUS' ACT. 

The house went into committee on the 
Juror's Act Amendment Hill, Mr. Hall in 
the chair. 

The Attorney-General promised Mr. 
Deane to include Kamloops as well as 
• Itossland in the provisions for the selec- 
tion of jnrors. 

Col. Baker urged that $2 a day w^ae 
hardly enough to pay grand jurors^ 

Hon. Mr. Henderson— "It is better 
than nothing." 

Progress was report(Hl in order to al- 
low the Attorney-General to draw up 
an amendment to meet the necessities of 
K amloops. 

TIIIUI) IIKADINO. 
The county cmirls (vncat ion) bill 
was read a third time and passed. 

The report on the evidi'iire bill was 
adopted and the Bill rea<l a third time. 
GAME BILL. 
Pretty full eonsideration was given 
the game bill in comniiltee, Mr. Kellic in 
the chair. 

Mr. McPhillips niovcd an ainendment 
to insert after the word infonnalioii, in 
the Ulth line, the following words: "And 
in all cases the onu.s of proving that 
any skin or hide of any animal mention- 
ed in this act is not intended to be ex- 
ported as aforesaid shall be upon the 
person in whosi! possession or custody 
the same may be found." 

Mr. Ilelgesen remarked that the 
rules of the house re(iuireil that two 
days notice be given of such ninend- 
nients. That was niore particularly 
needed in this house because it was so 
hard to hear members. 

Mr. Kellie: "Do you move that the 
committe<? riseV" 

Mr. Helgeson did not. 

Mr. A. W. Smith said an amendment

country farmers and hunters who might 
have to go 40 or 50 miles .^ometimeo ,.v to 
prove that they do not intcff^'^tb . export 
the skins they might have Mimeit^tpoB- 
sesaicB. It would be unfair to tlii-Qjr the 
onus of proof on every man who bad ; a 
few raw deer skins in his possession. 
He was inclined to oppose the amend- 
ment. 

The Attorney-General did not think 
Mr. Smith need have any fear. The 
anieiidment is a good one and bo did 
not think it would entail any hardship, 
on the other hand, it might assist in ob- 
taining a conviction. The amendment 
v,-as not Intended to act against such 
men as Mr. Smith instanced. 

Hon. Jlr. Seinlin said the object was 
to prevent the indiscriminate slaughter 
of deer. In the upper country the game 
act was not fully enforced nnd there 
was little danger of this amendment 
being called 'mti> existence there and 
imposing hardships on the farmers of 
the Interior. 

Mr. Ilelgesen spoke np for the farm- 
ers as against the coast people who 
wisheil to conserve game for their own 
future "sport." He objected to this 
eontiiuial bickering with tlio game act. 

-Mr. Hall noted that before all these 
amendments were made to the act all 
the skius of deer killed on Vancouver 
Island enmo to Victoria, but now those 
shipped out of the country went acro.ss 
to Seattle direct. The amendment was 
agreed to. 

There being other amendments to be 
moved by Mr. Price Ellison and others, 
progress was reported so that they might 
be printed. 

COMPANIES BILL. 

The trustees bill report was .idoided 
anil the house resolved itself Into eotu- 
iniitee, with Mr. Robertson in the chair, 
lo iigaiii consider the ronipnnies's bill 
(.\o . 20). 

Hon, Mr. Henderson iuformed the 
house lliiit lie had found nut since yes- 
terday that the cost of four insertions 
in the British Columbia Oazette of 
alterations in articles of association, was 
just the same as for one insertion. 
Therefore he askeil that cliiuse 5 be 
reconsidered and changed to lis I'ormi'r 
"tate .-is ji.'ilitf'd. This course was agreed 
to iinil thidi .Messrs. .7. .Marliii. McPhil- 
lips. IIen(l(>rson ami others ilehatcd the 
S( ('lioiis relating lo i he powers of niui- 
lialiility mining ciunpanies. Mr. .loseph 
.Martin again raised his p<dnt that there 
was nothing In the com|iaiiies act to pre- 
vent directors from disposing of prop- 
eities of <'oinpauies without the consent 
of the shareholders. This bill as in- 
troduced in sub-section 10 of clause li. 
allowed the biuTowing of a sum eiiual to 
one-half of the paid-up capital at the 
being. Hon. ^Ir. Henderson moved an 
amendment providing that only one- 
quarter of the sura couid be so raised, 
'i'lie Attorney-General also amended 
sub-section 2 by adding copper. The 
clause before empowered these com- 
panies to dig for and treat "gold, silver- 
lead ores. ... anil other minerals." This 
small ameniliiient having been made by 
.Mr. Mci'hillips reverted to sub-section 
10 and he suggested that it be ameniied 
so that the directors should not borrow 
williont the consent of slinreholders re- 
presenting two-thirds of the capital. 

Mr. Green saiil the whcde section re- 
<|uired very serious consideration at 
their hands. 

The section was laid over and sub- 
section 'A was amended by adding the 
word "iiiilliiig."so that these cor)Jora- 
tions may carry on the business of 
"mining, smelting, niilling .'ind ndiiiing." 

Sections 7. S, and 1(1 were iiassuil 
and section '2 was ri'-.jousidered. 

This section was last week laid over 
at Mr. I'ooley's reiiuest. Hon. Mr. 
Henderson said that the (dijcct in strik- 
ing out the words Avhicdi said companies 
must specify the part of the province 
where the registered oftieo was to be 
situate, was that companies might have 
an opimrtuiiily of cliaDgiiig their head 
oHici> when they desired. Si'ction SI 
and other sections of the act afforded 
sufficient safeguards that there be oflie- 
ial notiBcation of where the registered 
of lice was. 

Mr. McPhillips thoaght that section 
81 covered the objection originally raised 
b.v .\Ir. I'ooley. 

Mr. Pooley said he would have no ob- 
jection to the amendment going through 
if the Attorney-General would amend 
the original act by changing the words 
"head office" to "registered office," in 
a certain clause. The section was pas- 
sed, as were sections I!, 4 and ~>. 

The committee rose ami reported pro- 
gress. 

RAILWAY COMMITTEE. 

Mr. Macphcrsott presented the first re- 
port of tlje railway committee reporting 
the preamble proved Chilkat Pass 
Railway and Navigation Co. 
MAGISTRATES AS COLLECTORS. 

The house went into committee on the 
hill to provide for garnishee proceedings 
in the small debts i-onit, Mr. Munro in 
the eliuir. All si'cticjns were passed 
save settioiis 7 and t) refi'riiig to the re- 
turn of suniiiions before a supreme or 
iduiity court judge, which were laid 
over. 

-Mr. .Iose|)li JIarlin moved a new sec- 
tion in conformity with his remarks thi? 
previous day, to prevent any small 
debts court magistrate, either personally 
or through his clerk, collecting accounts. 

Uou. Mr. Hcuderaou, after eome dis- 
cussion, said he would accept the amend- 
ment. Up to the present he had no in- 
formation to show how far the practices 
nieutioned by Mr. Martin extended. He 
did not think it bad been a common 
thing, at any rate, no complaints luid 
been made to him. The amendment 
would check the evil. 

The new scctiion was passed and pro- 
gress reported. 

THE COMMITTEES. 

Then the matter of Mr. Joseph M:;r 
tin's name being placed on the railway 
and mining conimittii's was again 
brought up -by Mr. McHriile, who elicit- 
ed from Hon. Mr. Semlin that he had 
spoken to Mr. Turner on the subject and 
that gentileman had not appeared de 
sirous of naming any rarther member: 
for committee wotk. 

This led Mr. J. Martin to remark tlia. 
surely the loader of the opposition had 
nothing to do with the matter. 

The leader of the opposition repudiotcd 
in any way sponsorship for the third 
parly, hut liad no objection to Mr. Mar 
tin's name being placed on any commit 
tees. Accordingly, the ex-Attorney-Gon. 
era! was addiHl' to tlie two committees 
mentioned and Messrs. Tisdall and Wells 
will also ticrve, one upon ondi, in order 
to keep t!ie government's majority. 

One member of the third party being 
thus <lealt with .Mr. Eberts felt that .Mr. 
Hlggins should be given a place on the 
railway comiuittee. This was agreed to 
aud Mr. Kellie wan alf^o added to it so as 
to retain the governinent'f. I'.dvantagc. 

The house adjourned at 5.15 p.m.

Board of Trade Endorses Pro- 
position to Build Road From 
Hope to Princeton. 



Arguments Advanced That the 
Coast Cities Would Be 
Much Benefited. 



At yosterday's meeting of the board of 
trade It was decided, after heurliig the 
views of the delcgatloa from Princeton, who 
were agitating In favor of the construction 
of a wagon road from Hope to Princeton, to 
urge upon the local govornmeut the desira- 
bility of aiding the proiHjsltlon. 

A. E. Ilowse llrst addressed the meeting, 
lie said that the road would tap a district 
which could not be reached by any other 
route. There had been other roiids talked 
of, but he did not think they were feasible. 
The cost would be about .foO.OOO. The dls- 
tiuue Is (Jii nilU's. 

Hon. Edgar IJewdaey, who Is conversant 
wltli that part of the country, said that 
though at present there Is a good trail, 
which affords fairly good accoinmodatlon. 
Hie tllstrlct Is lieUig rapidly developed, and 
Hie (luestlon before the government Is to 
choose wlileli route among those sugg.'sied 
Is the best. He would like persona..^- to 
see the road through to Princeton. 

.Mr. Uavldge ashed why the southern or 
Summit Oily routp was chosen. 

Mr. Howsc explained that the desire was 
to choose the most direct route to the coaat. 

.Mr. Dewdncy did not think any one woulil 
ever be brought lo the Coast by such a 

route. 

Price Ellison, M.P.P., said the chief dlf- 
Ih uliy of coiistrnetlag sucli a road Is the 
snow, which lies 7 nienlhs lu the year. .No 
one ev i'r utteinpted le K'et over Hie uiouii- 
tuliis until .Inly. It was rldleuloi.^ t.) 
lull; of liaiullink- freight oviu- siieli u road. 
It would he eheuper to take the railway 
iiiul take' n iimeh lunger route to Prluceton. 
lie dill not tliluk the road could be used 

10 advuntage. Tailing the map, .Mr. Elllsou 
showeil how It would be much cheaper to 
Ininl to Speuce's llrldge than to I'rlacelou. 

.Mr. SnilHi Curtis said In regard to the 
Slnillkamoen that there was no district I" 
lirltlsli Columbia that was richer. If the 
road WHS fcasUilo and built, the Sunset com- 
pany was prepared to ship ore Ot oncc to 
Iloye Landing. 'I'ho country could be only 
opened np by constructing a wiigoa road 
and avoiding the long roundabout way. 
Victoria and the Coast cities were not allvi' 
to their interests If they did not urge the 
government to construct wagon roads. A 
short route to the Coast Is wante<l. The 
district Is closer to Victoria and the Coast 
than Is Itossland to S[)okiine, and the trade 
sluaild eome to the Coiisl. He hoped ihi' 
hoard would suppurl the seheiue to build a 
roud from Ibuie lo Princeton. 

Mr. ,Ioha Anderson said the poo,,ic o( 
I'rineelon anil vleliilty were desirous of 
seeing the route to Hope chosen. .Much of 
the route was prosjieeied and lu sonii' eases 
there was considerable ilevelopiuent work 
being (lone. Even If the I'euehlaiid road 
were constructed the Hope road would be 

11 aecosslly. Alluding to the Uoundary 
Creek country ami tbe marvellous develop- 
aieut of that section, Mr, Aadcraoa said 
the Americans had built aut less thaa three 
roads from the state of Washington to tap 
that rich section . The proiKised road was 
entirely feasible, Mr. Kllison to tbe con- 
trary notwltbstandtog. 

.Mr. Ellison said be bad no axe to grind. 
He only wished to represent the views of 
his district. He did not think tbe road was 
feasible and would oppose any scheme for 
aid In the bouse. 

.Mr, Itowsc, In response to a question from 
.Mr. Ker, tlmt the delegation would like the 
hoard to appoint a coimiilttee to go with 
Iliein to till? governnieiit in couneetlou with 
the iiiattc>r at 11 o'clock this niornlng, 

.Mr, Iver was In favor of the' selieuie of 
bulhling a road froiu Hope to I'rlnccton, 
and ajiproveil of tin.' views ami arrange- 
iiieals i)ut forwuril hy the delegates. If 
111.' roiid were eonslructej the .'Sluiilkaineen 
would be brought within easy reach of the 
Coast. ,\s to the nilnlag outlook. It was 
most proiulsintr and no doubt rallwuys 
\v-ould soon follow. 

.Mr. LeLser agreed with Mr. Ker. \n Im- 
portant feature of the scheme was tbe ud- 
\'antage It would be to the farmers of the 
I^'raser river valley. The road would be of 
the utmost advantage to the cities of Van- 
couver and Victoria. 

Mr. Kcnonf thought the government 
should be asked to build the road direct 
from Hope to Princeton, but would not like 
to reconimond anything which was not 
feasible. It would, Indeed, be of great iK'iie- 
111 to the Coast cities If the district could be 
opened up by thl.s road. 

Ill answer to a iiJcsHon from Mr. Davldge, 
.Mr. Thompson salil the C. 1". N. Company 
was prepared to pat boats on to Hope. .Mr. 
Davldge was nmcli la favor of the scheme 
to build a road from Hope lo Princeton. 

Mr. Thompson Bald It was (lulte evident 
that It the building of the road would Ijeiio- 
111 the Coast cities It was the duty of the 
board to support It. 

The Chairman named a committee consist- 
ing of those members present to go with the 
delegmlon from Princeton this morntug at 
II o'clock. 

The inilttee on harbor Improvements 

suhiuittiKl a report which will bo discussed 
fully at next meeting. 

Mr. Ker was of the opinion that the ques- 
tion of dredging the harbor should be 
brought prominently before the Ottawa au- 
thorities. He thought the Sorby scheme 
prevented to some extent the government 
giving that attention to the question of 
harbor Improvements which It would other- 
wise- receive.

"In the genus inillioiiairo Cecil Rhodes 
is tini(iue. On the face of tbe earth to- 
day there is probably no other rich man 
who would use bis private fortune to 
build !i railroad in a savage country or 
defray the e-\peiises of a war, not know 
ing whether there shall bo a reimburse 
meat. It is sacrilicc of this uuutiual sort, 
in an age when money is king, that com 
mands the admiration of statesman and 
mechanic alike; while capitiilists from 
very woiidenueut are coiistrained to give 
aid. 

• This exiilains why, through the length 
and breadth of South Africa, .you cannot 
liud u man that envies Rhodes hte for- 
tune, since he neither spends money on 
himself nor does he hoard it for posterity. 
'If I had a son he ■would get no legacy 
from me,' says this world-uniiiuo million- 
aire. "I like to see a young man begin 
poor. It will bring out the best that is 
in him.' 

■"To a Rockefeller, (loiild or Vander- 
bilt such <lisinterested use of millions 
must seem like insanity. Here is a man 
that husbands his fortune with om? hand 
and IiivishcM it with the other, much as 
-N'apoleoii kept ihe recruiting sergeant 
busy at one einl of the scale, while he 
never liesitate.l lo Ming a few tliousaiid 
iiien to certain death at the other. lie 
lives a plainer life than his associates, 
lie owns no sie.iiu yaelils or |irivate cars, 
and ciin-^isieiit ! \ ileelines all titles ami 
peerage honor-, lie ^liims snoietv and 
prefer^■ hnoekiiiL- .■ileuil on the veldt in a 

Khaki suit to aiii-ndini; a euiirl n plion. 

lie has spem .-i million dollars to provide 
Capetown a /...nlie^Mcal garden and lieiiu- 
liful pari;, vei he lives iiimself for the 
most |iai t in a lliatclu'il liut in Matabelc- 
laiiii. Three limes have iiiCi'iiiliaries 
burned down hi-i villa at tlroDl Sehiir. 
On each occasion lias he rebuilt it at 
L'l-eater e.xpeiise, though be is seldom 
there to enjoy luxuries. "It is a good way 
to ilir^tribute money to the workingman,' 
he says." 



ROYAL 't\'AYS AND WHIMS. 

Suiiie Rulers Who (let np Early and 
(.>thi'rH Who are Fond of 
Being I'-i'.otographed. 

Of all the royul personages of Enrope, 
the first up In the morning Is the Emperor 
of Germany. Winter and summer he rises 
at 5 o'clock. His babit Is to dress quickly, 
swallowing a big bowl of cafe au_lalt as be 
hurries on bis clothes. Then he goes out 
for half an hour's ride, aceonipanled only 
by a couple of officers of his bodyguard. 
I luineillately ea hi sreturn he .sots himself 
(lowiv to bis desk anil Is not to be dis- 
turbed tin 11. when be dresses carefully, 
and aiipears at Imieheiui with the Empress 
and the children. Then the public life of 
Ihe day begins. He receives ministers, 
ambassadors, reuerals, reviews troops, 
noikes sperehes. p.-iys a few rare calls, con- 
duets liliasi'lf, In fact, like a iicn'nial every- 
day sovereign. 

The Enipernr of Austria, old and broken- 
spirited tlioiitib be be, Is fairly aollve. He 
Is up at 7 o'clock and breakfasts on cafe 
au Inlt with n couple of rolls of Vienna 
broad. 

The melaaclioly Czar Is a lato riser. He 
Is seldom about before 10 o'clock, when 
his valet brings him a cup of tea served 
in the Kusslan fnRhlon, with sugar and lem- 
o.'i. 

The Queen of England Is not so regular 
In gefi )g up as In other details of her 
life. In her I'arller days she was always 
called at lialf-past 7; now she takes her 
ease and i;i'is np when she feel.s like It. 
Soniei lines that means S o'clock, more of- 
ten P, soni' l lines Us late as half-past 10. 

The lazii'si of all the royalties Is e.v:- 
King Milan of Servla. He Is never afoot 
before li; e'eloek. When he rises be sits 
down half dressed to lunch, a solid repast 
of beiivy laeats and puddings and wlni'.s. 
.\fter luui heoii he simdies a couple of cigars 
- he likes them very strong— then. If there 
Is notbiiii; very pressing to be done, lie goes 
back to bed and elHier reads or goes to 
sleep, as the fancy takes hliu. About 5 
o'clock he Ih up again and generally goes 
out in search of amnsement. He Is very 
Rcldoin back In the palace till dawn, when 
he tumbles Into bed. 

lIuMtlUB used to be called the sport of 
kings, hut not mnny of the modern ctuwned 
heads keep np the old tradition In tids re- 
Rpect, The Czar occhslonaily assists at a 
battne, but the thing bores him, and he 
goes only out of politeness. The I'rlnee 
of Wales li :i very good shot iind Is foiul 
of grouse shooting: but his big gain" days 
are over. The Emperor of (Jerinany hunts 
and shoots a 1,'nod deal, but those who know 
liliu best miy he doesn't niueli care for the 
sport. Wllii hliu It Is a matter of cradl- 
tlon, the right tiling for a royal persoaage 
to do. The King of I'or.ugal, who holds 
the record fur fatness anion;; all tbe roy- 
alties. Is iihysleally dlsaliled from sui'li vio- 
lent exercise. The King of Sweden iievr 
touches n i-'uii. The Sultan of Turkey can- 
not bear tu see one. The King of Belgium 
has shot only once In Ida whole life, an-I 
then In a very uiiklugly fashion. He want- 
ed to have the sensation of killing without 
the trouble of going In search of his gaiu 
Ko be sat In nn armchair and potted at a 
lot of rabbits lot loose from a hag In front 
of him. As the frightened little beasts 
scattered lu all directions the King blaz.i'.l 
away from his armchair. "Whoa the smoke 
cleared awa.v aad His Majesty r ,cd for 
his bag he had to be told that all that had 
been found was one tall and a certain sniad 
quontlly of llaff. He nc-,-cr ..eo. ..hootin 
agala. The King of Italy is the only real 
represeiilaHve of the old kingly traditio 
He Is a iiilL-hlv hunter, and fri'ipieutly 
throws up all Hie loullne ol' work without 
a word of warulng and goes off with 
oflieer. I'ol. I'az/.imbolliil. to spend several 
weeks' in the Alps In tin' pursuit of 111 
game of nil kinds with which the iiioun- 
talus ahimail. I'orincrly he established 
no means of roaiiiniuleatlon with Uomo. 
Neither (.loeen Miirglierita nor any of Ills 
luinlslers i'ver knew where to llnd blm for 
weeks at u lluie. He might have lost his 
throne In a smldeii uplu'oval tinil known 
n.ithlni,' of II till be deseciuled to the plains 
(If hite, l,.pwe\.T, he Is wiser. Now a car 
rier leaves Koine every second day during 
blH p^pedllIon8, bringing reports of all that 
happens. 

Most of the royal perftennges ore fond, al 
most to the point of Insanity, of being plej 
togrnphed. It Is not, as one might liavi 
supposed, the Kaiser who holds the leeord. 
It Is true that lie has more than six hundre.I 
different ortralts of hlnis'lf, on horsebncli 
nnd on foot, and In all sorts of uniforms 
and costumes. And he Is sahl to spend 
somi'thiie.i an hour posing before a mirror 
when he iH iibouf. to add to his r-ollectlon 
'lint the I'rliK'C of Wales beats bis nepheiv 
out and ont In this resp"cl. At Marlbor 
ough House there are aald to bi' i,rm 'Us 
tiact leiircsontallons of the I'rlnee. When 
ever be proposes to ainneli a new style -il 
dress, a certain sliaiie of hat or fall ol 
trousers or cut of coal, he gets himself 
photographed In his private rooms so as 
to judge the elfcct. If the picture does 
not please blm he does not sport the ne-.v 
costume. Tlie tftllor has. to. come for a 
fresh coiisjiltatlon. . 

The EinjierDr If rancls, JpRoph Is also very 
fond of bi'liig phfltopraphed, but ho.dqea, 
iiiif - like ("Elaborate posing. Ho prefers thft 
careful sun jiiibot..- Ue- walks Into the room 
where eveo'thing has beeo prepared, stands 
for-a mlnvtc Just .os hc;inayi.nnd hlin»<-if 
In front of tbb camerftt'.-then wallca out. - He 



I Bthe^tprror of the pbotographers, because 
he doc's.' not' hesitate to express hia dlsap-^ 
proval .very, strongly If the picture Is not 
to bis itWng.' ' ' " 

-The Czar has the same distaste for the 
formalities of the photognipher. In fact he 
carries It so far and shows such painful 
J nervousness lu front of the camera that It 
Is vc-y seldom a picture Is obtained that 
hears any resemblance. Most of the por- 
traits of tbe Czar that appear are obtained 
by careful touching np of portraits of the 
Duke of York, who Is of the same build 
and very similar psyslognoniy. 

Tbe Sultan of Turkey Is another nervous 
subject. Ilia fear, however, Is not 
much of the photographer and the machlue 
us of bla loyal subjects. No portrait of the 
Sultan Is nllowed to be published li, any 
country nnder his rule. lie was photo 
graphed for the first time In mnny years 
on tbe occasion of tbe Kaiser's visit to Tur 
key. And after twenty copies had be-m 
printed the pinto was taken by the Sultaa, 
who keeps It locked up In his private apari- 
meots nt the Ylldlz Kiosk. 

The Empress Frederick of Germany Is 
fond both of being photographed and of 
photographing others. She dews not llk'i 
to be taken singly, but Is always glad to 
make part lu a group.

Writing from Bossland on the liith 
April, to Hon. Mr. Hume, W. A. Carlylo, 
as miuing engineer in charge of the 
worli6 of the British America Corpora- 
tion, was next heard from as follows: 

"With respect to the eight-hour law, It 
is reported here that the inspector ot 
mines has been instructed not to enforce 
it for the time beiii^'. 1 would be n-ry 
glad if you would let me know whether 
any s-ueh step has been taken'.' I would 
like to say that this new re^'ulation com- 
pelling ut5 to adopt the ei^'ht-huur law, 
■was totally unknown to the niinint; men 
here, and we could scarcely believe that 
it had been passed. I'rior to that lime 
there had been no dissatisfaction amont; 
the men. auil no complaints had arisen 
-whatover. Yet, without giving the min- 
ing meu any opi)urlunily whalcvi'r to dis- 
cuss thill proposed change, it wafi nnide 
law. When we got notice from the in- 
spector of mines, we at once adopted it, 
without changing the rale of wages for 
the time being, in order that we might 
learn what differenci- it made in the cost 
of working. L might say that we ait" 
doing everything to prevent any C(jnllict 
with labor, as such wonhl be a severe 
blow to the province and very had on 
the mining companies. The miners' un- 
ion iti becouiiag more and more aggres- 
sive, aud the fact that two or three of 
.their members were able to secure tlu? 
passage of this bill bodes ill for the min- 
ing iudustry. In reference to this eight 
hour law, it was not in vogue in Ross- 
land, ns has frequently been stated, ex- 
cept in tV?o or three working places in. 
the War Eugle. We already lind, iu the 
Jje Hoi, that our costs for the same pro- 
duction per day have been materiulti- in- 
creased by the passage of this act, com- 
pelling us to work thus. The result may 
be that we shall have to re<lace wagea, 
which may lead to a disagreement lu'- 
twcon ourselves aud our men, when 
hitherto there was complete accord. I 
am siu'o that in this matti^r we have 
your sympathy, as yon will fully under- 
stand the conditions that exist in Koote- 
iiay, hilt as I know you were standing 
tor re-election tit th(> time this law was 
p:issed, you wore unable to give us your 
;-iUi)i)ort. The mining men of Uossland 
bad not as yet presented a memorial to 
you asking relief in this law, but they 
lirivo by no inoaus accepted it without 
thought of doing so, and I sincerely hope 
that until the mining men have an opi'or- 
ttinity of presenting their i-ide <u' the 
<|uestion, we may get relief I have ac- 
(|uaiut(Hl our directors in I,ondon with 
the particulars of the case, and we are 
now prepared to resent very strougly la- 
bor interference, although in the ineiui- 
time we will do all we can in justice to 
Iho uK-n; wc will pay the best wages, and 
do everything to maintain hamony, and 
if we are led into a disastrous struggle 
with labor, it will not be bard on n« and 
the men alone, but it may load to trouble 
all over the province, and nothing will 
be so damaging to our mining industry 
abroad as the fact that we are having 
serious labor troubles here. I ni;iy short- 
ly be in Victoria when I hope to have 
the pleasure of a talk with you upon this 
subject. If you have decided to wiih- 
liold this measure for the time being, I 
will bo very pleased to be so informed. " 

The acknowledgment of this included a 
statement of the conditions of the with- 
holding of the act in operation, coupled 
with an expression of satisfaction that 
the British America Corporation was dor 
ing all possible to avoid a conflict with 
the labor interest.

On April 15, the section of the British 
Columbia board of trade, "Victoria, trans- 
mitted copies Of the resolutions passed 
at the quarterly meeting of that body, 
•urging as the -unanimous opinion of the 
board that time should be given both 
mine owners and miners to fully pretsent 
their respective cases, the act beir.g al- 
lowed to remain inoperative in the mean- 
while. 

Hon. Mr. Hume replied to this com- 
munication that the government had al- 
ready instructed the inspector of mines to 
take no action toward the enforcement of 
the act until further ndTised, and added : 

"The government are taking such steps 
ad the case demands, to hjive the opinions 
ot the mine owners and the miners upon 
this subject. After both sides of the 
case hnvo been laid before the govern- 
ment, and if in their opinion the net 
whouhl bo enforced, thirty days' notice 
will be given through the B.C. Gazetti*. 
1 should like to have copies ot any ob- 
lections why .vour boiird may have re- 
ceived from mine owners, etc."

An intoredting and comprehensive re- 
view of the period immediately prcceden 
to the enforcement of the eight-lunir 
clauses of the Inspection of Mines Act 
Ainendmeut Act, is contained ii) tlie r»- 
tura presented to the legislature on Mon 
day by Hon. J. Fred Hume, of all cor 
respondence in this connection. The re- 
turn (■onsists of no fewer than sixty 
docunuMits, comprising an e(iuul number 
oi; full foolscap pages, the lirst in tl>e 
series of comnuiincations being a tele- 
gram addressed to the .Minister of Mines 
by l'\ .iV.

Then comes a letter from R. F. Green, 
M.P.I',, to the minister, written at Kan 
lu on the same date aa the quoted tele 
gram, in which that gentleman says: 

"Section 4 of the amenibneats to the 
Inspection of Metalliferous Mines Act is 
creating a good deal of e.vcitenient 
tbrtmghout the Slooan. Vou are n( 
doubt aware that the wages iu this dis 
l.rict h.ive aUvay.s been ."^o.ijO per day 
while at Itossland and in Nelr^on — nutabi; 
at the Hall mines— they have only paid 
per day. The owners here threaten 
to cut wages to meet the situation, ti 
^t>:^, which win in my opinion result in ii 
strike. Under section 'M, Victoria, cbap 
tor i;54, Consolidated Statutes, the i)ro 
secutions under this act can only be in' 
Htituted by tl'c iiis|K'Ctor of mines or with 
the consent of the Minister of Mines. A 
delegation of mine owners is on its way 
to the Coast to interview you on the sub 
ject, and I would suggest that you ac- 
cede to their demands for an ahsurance 
that no prosecutiouri will be instituted 
until you notify them to the contrar.\ 
a.sk this for the reason that I had no re- 
((ucst from any miner ia my riding ask- 
ing for the eight-hour day, and I desire 
time to lind out their wishes in the mat- 
ter." 

Next, under the date of March 17, is 
an instruction from the Minister of 
.Mines to Inspector James McGregor, di' 
reetiug his attention to the section of the 
act, and requesting that he "see to it that 
the limit of eight-hours in <jvery 24 is 
strictly adhered to." 

The same day Hon. Mr. Hume replied 
to the telegram from Mr. Heap, express- 
ing a desire to learn the feeling of tin 
miners i\n to the section under considera- 
tion, and .statipg. "I shall esteem it a 
favor, therefore, it you will let me know 
of any e.Kpressions of opinion you may 
have heard with regard to the operation 
of this particular section." 

On the 22nd March, the Minister of 
Mines rejjlied to .Mr. (Jreeu'.s letter, 
forming the member for the Hlocan that 
tlie delegation he had referred to ha 
had an interview, anil conveying tbi' a: 
suranci! that llieir reprwentatioiis — a 
well as those made b.v >lr. Green — would 
"receive every consideration on the j^arl 
of the gov(.'rnment." 

« * a 

March ]•! saw a petition forwarded 
from the mine owners of the Sandon 
neighborhood — signed by seventei'n largo 
companies, headed by the Fayne grt)up, 
and employers of 8S4 miners — urging that 
the enforcimient »f the eight-hour clause 
"practicully compels the mine owners of 
the Slocan to adopt one of two altcrnit- 
tiveii— either to reduce the present rate 
of wages, or to close down their work- 
ings." 

The petitioners added: 

"In file Slocan district we have consist- 
ently paid the highest rate of wages paid 
in llie |]roviace, and owing to the climatit 
coailitions prevailing hcrt' it is necessary 
for us to do so in order to obtain skilled 
workmen. There has so far been no con- 
11 let between employers and employees in 
this tamp, but the enforcement of clause 
13, Victoria 61, chaptt-r 134, wil! Work 
unnvoidnblo disaster iu this district. Wo 
therefore beg you to do your utmost to 
grant such relief as may lie in your 
power." 

Hon. Mr. Hume acknowledged thiH 
petition on the 22nd March, in a letter to 
manager F. A. Wood of the "Last 
Chance," nMfli the observation: 

"I have received a letter on the snmi' 
subject from the membej- for your dis- 
trict, and I would request you to inform 
the petitioners that their question is re- 
ceiving the earnest consideration of the 
e.xecutiv(!." 

» * » 

The workmen in the minoH were first 
heard from on March ;!0, when President 
John Leaden anil Financial-Se(?retary 
Jnmeti Deviiie, of the Hossland Minors' 
Union, wrote to the Minister to Ibis ef- 
fect: 

"You woulil gi-eady ol)ligc the ofliceni 
anil niemluM-s of tliis union if yoi: <'ou!il 
give us some knowledge when tin.' eiglit- 
bour law is going tfi take effect. To us 
it .seems the hour for action has arrived; 
the men's patience is almoMt worn out. 
We think there would be good results if 
the law was enforced ut once." 

Tliree days biter, Hon. Mr. Hume re- 
plied that the maltor wa.s under consider- 
ation by the goTernment. and e.xprc^sHcd 
the hope I'hut he would be iu a position 
shortly to send definite instructions to the 
inspector of mines in the matter. 

James Wilkes of Rossland, on the 21)th 
.March telcgcopbed Hon. Mr. Hume th it 

"Eight-hour law thoroughly enforced 
perfect harmony. Nerer mind Slocan 
ku.'kers. B.xpoct letter." 

Two days l;iter H. G. Needlands gent 
to the Miuister from Nelson, thia mes- 
sage: 

"Delegates leave here Monday to in- 
terview you. Will you be in Victoria?" 



f3.50 for eight hours' work; and the men 

say that they would rather work the ten 
hours for the larger pay. It seems too 
bad tliat when thinn't^ were moving along 
so quietly, this (piestion should have boon 
brought up, as everyone seemed satisfied 
with the existing' arrangements.,- The 
trouble would have come soon enough 
without the government being the first 
to move in thc^matter. Now iC there is 
liny way of letting mattois rerit the way 
they are in the Slocan it will be much 
better, for if any trouble arises I am 
iifraid that some of the mines that are 
only in the prospective stage will bo ant 
to shut down at the present price of sil- 
ver. I hope you will give the matter- 
your earnest atteatiou, and try and avoid 
trouble." 

The reply of the Miuister of Mines to 
this letter w;iii written on the 5th of 
April, and conl:iiaed the following: 

"I am afraid that it is more than prob- 
able that there will be some little fric- 
tion in certain localities where this act 
is enforced, but I trust this will only be 
of a temporary nature. At the same 
time, I would have you bear in mind that 
this legislatio:i was introduced upon the 
expressed winh of different mining con- 
stituencies, and J presume they had fully 
considered beforelund the probable re- 
sult of their action." 

• • * 

On the Ist qf April, Charles Angus 
^IcKay ot McUoo was heard from in u 
letter to the Mii^ster iu which be said: 

"Iu view of 60 much opposition to your 
efforts in the enforcement of thi' eight- 
hour law, as a representative of labor 1 
bog to offer a few remarks: 

"First, we deplore the fact that our 
newspapers by no means voice the senti- 
luenls of hibor <ai the question, but, 
neverthi'lei-^s. Labor here is, I may say, 
nuaninioiis in favor of the law. 'We ap- 
preciate your staiul, shown in the efforts 
you are ui.nking to enforce the systeiii. 
The agitation got up liere against the 
.let represents nuthing more than the 
moneyed class. 

"Their fancied 'delrimeutal to the best 
intercuts of Kooleiiay' is false, and will 
not hokl good nailer e.\iierinieiit. They 
are mistaki-n ec(momisls. We hold that 
we can produce just as much iu elgJit 
hours as in ten, therefore it is no hard 
Khiii on capital, and is of much benefit to 
labor. 

"( 'oni|iaring other classes of labor with 
uiulergjduud mining, as has been dom 
the Nelson Miner, is very foolish. Un- 
derground men have to contend with bad 
.lir. whereas the others have not. Now 
if we cati do a dtty*.s work iu eight hours, 
it would be poor economy to stay down 
in a smoky mine for ten hours, doing the 
same work. 

"The effects of the system will bo most 
benelicial to all concerned, both capit:il 
and labor, iuasniucb as It will in time re- 
sult in gathering the very best of miners 
to this country, and in Iteeping here the 
good ones that we have now. 

"In con<'lusion I would Bay that I hop"? 
you will do all you can to enforce the 
measure, and let not any of these seven 
tecnth century political philosophers 
prevent you from doing your duty, as I 
can assure you you have the warm sup 
port of the great ma.ss of the common 
people." 

As a i)Ostf;cript, Mr. McKay suggested 
that: 

"If you see til. Mr. Hume, yon can give 
this letter to the i)ress." 

It docs not appear that Mr. Hume 
"saw fit." 

The Minister acknowledged the Utter 
on April G, in these terms: 

"I heg to acknowledge your letter of 
the 1st instant, stating that the new 
papers do not represent the real views of 
the people with regard to the enforce- 
ment of the cigbt-lfour law, and that tin 
agitation organized iu certain districts 
against this measure represents only tin 
views of the nif'moypd cinfis. 1 beg tt 
thank you for this expression of opinion 
and I trust that, as you sa.r, both liiber 
and capital will benetit by the action of 
the government in this question."

Coincident with Mr. McKay's com- 
munication, on the 1st April, M. F. Toet- 
/.el, and tiiatiy other busincsc; men of Nel 
son, addressed the following to the in- 
terested minister: 

"We, the undersigned bnsiness men of 
Nelson. re:!pectfully beg to ask you ha 
our ri'i)rcsentative lo ilo everything in 
your power to prevent the disaster which 
we foresee lo iin and to tie- ilislrii-t in 
which we ;ire inte;-este(l through the en- 
forcement of the legislation passed at thd 
l.'ust f;ession of tin? legislature affecting 
the hours of underground labor in the 
metalliferous mines. l'"rom our inter- 
course with the miners in the neighbor- 
hood of this town, we :ire convinced lh;it 
they have been satisfied with the wages 
they have been i-aruing. and with tlieii 
hours of labor, and from our knowledge 
of th<' conditions we believe tint th"v 
are better off than the miners of the Unit- 
ed Stativ, from \vlii';-e many of them have 
I'liiae to belter their ciri-iinisluncos luTc. 
W'e have invested our money in this 
place, and have staked much of its 
growth and prosperity from the increas- 
ed working of present mines and the de- 
velopment of now ones, and if, 4is we 
believe to be the ease, this interference 
with the free right of contract of em- 
plo.ver and employee be persisted in. we 
anticipate that present operations will be 
greatly reduced, and that the opening of 
now mines and the development of the 
country generally will receive a heaTv 
lilow friini the frightening away of capi- 
tal, which is known to be very timorous 
where there is danger of labor troubles. 
The results which we anticipate would 
be so ruinous to us whose business is de- 
pendent upon the prosperity and growth 
nf the mining industry and to the district 
as a whole, that we <'nnnot too strongly 
urge you to leave nothing undone, or to 
fake an.v .action no matter hew strong 
nr unusninl, to ;!revcnt any interference 
with the state of things whi-.-ii has hither- 
to existed here with regard to the rela- 
tions between omployor and employee," 
• * * 

An indepenileni view of the sitnatinn. 
under the same date of .\pril 1, is con- 
tained in the letter of .Vlfred Hunker of 
Nelson, in which the writer says to the 
Minister of Mines: 

"Through an excitement caused by the 
nmendment of the mining law constitu- 
tiiig S hours a da.v's labo r for under- 
ground working, delegation of parlii's in- 
terested in mines has been ai)pointeil to 
go to Victoria, bucked up by a petilion 
to the government to repeal such clause 
Kaid law affecting interested i>arties re- 
garding the 8 hour section, I would 
.say as a supiiorter of the government 
and as a disintcrostcd party, neither em- 
ploying miners, or wanting employnient 
in mines, that the Inw is giving general 
satisfaction, and I think that after giv- 
ing it !i fair trial, and the excitement 
(lies out Komewbat, all parties will be 
satisfied. 

"Of c'ourse there are miners who are 
continually agitating for sonietbing, and 
there_ are mine owners who are never 
satisfied, no matter how mucli work 
they get for a dollar. I think tho law 
should be optional in pro])erties iiniler 
development, if miners are agreed to 
work, 10 hours should be .satisfactory; 
in deep workings, where air is bad, S 
hours is plenty. I should ailvise you lo 
stand pat." 

Mr. iJunker also adds: You are at lib- 
erty to iiso this note."

"Withold inforcemcnt of Section 4, In- 
spection of Metalliferous Mines Act, as 
amended last session, until further 
advised." .- • , „ , 

This message was not delivered, as a 
telegraph company note to the sender 
Kays: ' 

"i'artv addresed left town. Now some- 
where " in Slocan country — thiuk 
iSaiulon."

Tho wire w:is worked from Y'niir the 
same dav, April (', and Hon. Mr. Hume 
received" tho following from L. A. Sny- 
der, of the new mining cr.inp: 

"Good results obtained by enforcing 
eight hour law." 

Next in order came a petition bearing 
the date of the Ist of April, signed by 
tlie London it British Coluaihia Gold- 
fields I-td., the Ymir Cold ilines Ltd., 
the Hall Mines Ltd., and many others. 
It road: 

We the undersigned owners, represent- 
atives of owners, and iiuiuugerK of mines 
in tlio Nelson district, desire respectfully 
to urge upon you the great necessity of 
using the controlling power invested in 
you by the Act, entitled "An Act for 
securing the safety and good health of 
workmen engaged in or about the Metal- 
liferous Mines of the rmvince of Brit- 
ish Columbia, by the appnintment of an 
inspector of metalliferous mines," Sec- 
tion 34, chapter 27, to render non-efTect- 
ive section 13 of the said Act, jiinended 
at the last sitting of tho legislature to 
read: "No person shall be emi)loyed 
underground in any inetalliferous mines 
for more than eight hours i> every 24 
hours, until siicb time as the opinion of 
the idectors in the mining districts shall 
have been ascertained as to whether tho 
enactment of the said clause is in the 
interest of the iirogress aiul well-being 
of such districts, :nid we submit the fol- 
lowing reasons in support, of the justice 
anil reaHonablciiess of our request: 
'• 1. It Im universally recognized that 
changes in the legislation affecting 
niinex should not be made without ma- 
ture I'onsideration, and for reasouK so 
strong as to render it probable that a 
change when made will be permanent, 
as uncertainty with regard to the laws 
affecting those interests has the effect 
of deterring capitalists from invoKting 
money in u country whose mining laws 
have bof'n frequently changed. 

"2. Legslation affecting such large 
vested interests should not have boon 
passed without an opportunity having 
been given to those interested to express 
their opinions upon the desirability of 
such legislation. 

"3. That tho clause in question was 
not enacted in deference to the spontan- 
eous desire of the majority of those 
affected by it,but at tho suggestion of 
those representing labor unions, at the 
dictation of the management of labor 
union organizations in other places than 
those districts affected by the act in 
question. 

"1. That it has been concurred in by 
members of the union in some of the 
mining districts in the belief that they 
would receive the same wage for eight 
hours' labor :iw they have hitherto re- 
ceived for tea hours. 

"We would respectfully submit, with 
reference to the first objection named, 
tluit the amendment to tho law referred 
to rt-as passed so btirriedly, and with so 
little iirevious notice, that hoik? of us 
were aware of the intention to pro- 
pose this change; and we were therefore 
unable to miike known to you, our re- 
pri'sentativi's, the disastrous effects 
that we li.'lieve will follow the enforce- 
ment of .<uch legislation. That you being 
absent friuii the liouse at the time, and 
most of tho niebers being unfamiliar 
with the conditions of mining in this 
district, the legislative assembly was 
Intlueneed by tlie opinion of nn indi- 
vidual member, whose mine owning con- 
stituents were unaware of his intention 
to introduce such legislation, 

"With reference to the third reason 
submitted, wo have by inquiry nmmig 
the employees of our mines elicited tho 
statement that they have been satisfied 
with the already existing conditions, 
both as to hours of labor and rate of 
wages, :iiul we are convinced from our 
experience that miners in this district 
have not suffered in honUh or well-being 
from laboring underground' ten hours 
a day. 

"Wo bog also to point out that the 
mines in this district cannot be classed 
ainoiii; the dividend payers, and that any 
iiiateriiil increase over the present cost 
of working, would render our oporntion.s 
•^o much less likely to he jirofitablo that 
\vc liiivc rcductnntly determined that 
r.'ither lh;in continue work at increased 
cost, we will discontinue operations. 

"d. That no greater evil can -befall 
us lhan the beginning of labor troubles, 
from whii-li we have hitherto been free, 
and that the example of Nt^w Zealand as 
showing the disastrous effects of strikes 
in niaking it impossible lo induce capi- 
talists to supply funds for the doveh^p- 
nient of a country, should bo a warning 
that shoud bo heeded. 

"T. That some of us have already by 
fair trial, proven that the cost of work- 
ing i)er foot, with three shifts of eight 
hours, is considerably greater than 
with two shafts of ton hours each, 
at the same rate of ,vago per shift; and 
that, allhough it might be possible that 
during ;i month of trial, the men might 
so over-exert themselves to prove that 
Ibis would not be the case, in a short 
time the residt of our experience would 
l)rove to lie correct, and we consider that 
the situation would only lie rendered 
iniii-e difficull. and no gooil end accom- 
plislied. liy such an experiment. 

"8. SoiiH' of us have recently r*tiirn- 
ed from I-;urii|ie, h;iving succeeded our- 
selves, aiidlieiiig aware of the success 
of others, in arranging for a large 
amount of capital for the development 
of mines iu this district during the com- 
ing season, and wo foid in a position to 
state that, if the provisions ot tho sec- 
tion of the act to which we object, be 
iiifnrced, verylittle, if any of the prom- 
ised capital will be available. 

"We have commissioned Captain Dun- 
can, J. J. Campbell, and S. S. Kowler 
to present our request to you, and to 
provide you with such further informa- 
tion as to our views upon the subject as 
you may desire." 

* * « 

The matter was broughtto au isHue by 
a ti'legrain from Sandon on the 7th 
April, signed by F. A. Wood, and read- 
ing: 

"Inspector is hero to notify us of oight- 
linur law. What shall W(> do?" 

Hon. Mr. Hume replied immediately 
to Mr. Wood: 

".■\sk Mr(jre.gor to await telegram 
which is now at Nelson."

The repiy,'wnich Hon. Mr. Hume sent 
the same .day, read thus: 

"Until further notice and more infor- 
mation, eight-hour law will not be eu- 
forced in the Slocun district."

.lust one day later, J. J.Capbell, one 
of tho Slocan mine owners' delegates re- 
ferred to in a previously considered pe- 
tition, addres!>ed the Minister of Mines 
from Victoria as follows: 

"In order to avoid any possibility of 
inaccuracy in reporting to tho mine own- 
ers whose petition I handed to you, the 
decision of tho government, I will be 
greatly 'obliged if you will kindly write 
to me upon tho subject, in order that I 
may transmit copies of your lettfr to 
the dilTerent mine owners interested. 

"Ponding the receipt of this, I will 
inform those who I have an opportunity 
of seeing, that in view of tho representa- 
tions made by thoni and others, the gov- 
ernment, through tho Minister of Alines 
and yourself, has promised that u:itil it 
is asccrtaln04l through the members for 
the Kootenay8,the toeliugs of tho elec- 
tors in their various districts, you will 
instruct the Inspector of Mines not to 
prosecute for any infraction of section 
13 of the Mines Inspection Act, and that 
you will refuse the necessary permission 
for any oilier person to prosecute, and 
that if you should decide that it is the 
wish of the electors ia those districts 
that the provisions of the amendment re- 
ferred to should be enforced, notice of 
one month or six weeks will lie given 
before any prosecution will he poriuitted, 
and tb.-it no iiermission would thereafter 
be given for iiroseeutlon for any infrac- 
tion of the act prior to the date stated 
in such notice." 

To this the Hon. Mr. Hume replied 
tb(> f(dlowing day: 

"I nni in receipt of yours of tho 7tb 
inst., and beg to say in replv that the 
government have instructed the Inspec- 
tor of .Minos by wire as follows: 

"Withhold enforcement of section 4, 
Inspection of .Metalliferous Minos Act, 
as amended last session until further 
instructions." 

"The government has taken this slop 
pending the receipt of reports from the 
representatives of the districts afTocted 
by the eight-hour law. 

"If after receiving this information it 
IB deemed in the public interest to en- 
force the net, 30 days' notice will be 
given by advertising in the Gazette." 
* • * 

Two days subsequently, on the 10th of 
April, Grant Cox, the financial secre- 
tary of the Miners' Union at Sandon, 
wired the minister: 

"We request that the mining inspector 
now here enforce the eight-hour law at 
once." 

On the same day the minister re- 
plied by telegram: 

"Upon representations by mine own- 
ers of Slocan and others, the inspector 
has been instructed not to enforce the 
eight-hour law until further advised. 
The government is giving it careful con- 
sideration." 

This message was ccknowlodgod by 
the union on tho 13th April, over tho 
signature ot its president, Jos. Stock- 
hnm, who wrote: 

"Your telegram was somewhat of a 
surprise to tho minorfl up the Slocan 
country, as tlioy know it was a just law. 
and had all conliilence iu tho government 
to enforce it. Now if tho mine owners 
and their hirelings nregoing to defeat 
the wishes of tho miners, misrepresent- 
ing the facts, it is time the government 
was paying some little attention to the 
miners— those who pay their just pro- 
porli<u) of the taxes who go to support 
the government. Now I will say with- 
out fear ot contradiction, that 'minors 
outside of file union, have askod the 
Miners' Union to use their best efforts 
to li.-ive the eight-hour law enforced at 
once." 

Presumably the appended remarks 
were addressed by Hon. Mr. Hume in 
reply to this, for on tho 17th April, tho 
Minister of .Minos wrote: 

"1 beg to say in reply that the fol- 
lowing representations have been nmdo 
by the mine owners ot Kootenav to the 
government: 

"1. That tho mine owi.ers could not 
consent to pay tho same rate of wages
